Only Matter Before Boird. 


No other matter was referred 
to the board by the Mayor for 
consideration at the special ses- 
sion, made necessary because of 
the desire of the city adminis- 
tration to make the bill effec- 
tive on the first of the month. 
The regular 1954-55 session, 
now in recess, will resume on 
Friday. Budgetary and other 
fiscal matters of the city are ex- 
pected to be presented to the 
board shortly after the regular 
session reconvenes. 

New authority for the city to 
levy the tax was granted by the 
Missouri Legislature to which 
the problem was presented by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly when he 
called that body into special 
session on Feb. 23. é 

The Legislature also consid- 
ered and made appropriations 
for drouth relief and operation 
of state institutions for the re- 
mainder of the biennial period. 


Revenue From Levy. 


The earnings tax annually has 
been bringing the city about 
$8,000,000 in revenue, but the 
amount for the current fiscal 
year will be less than that be- 
cause the year has been under 
way since April 13. Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter has estimated 
that the amount might drop to 
$6,500,000 during the new fis- 
cal year because of the shorter 
time it will have been in effect 
and a decrease in employment. 

The city has not yet deter- 
mined what action it will pro- 
pose to extend the earnings tax 
authority beyond a limited pe- 
riod. Varioty alternatives are 
now being studied by the city 
counselor’s office. 

The enabling act authorized 
the tax for one year. If the city 
wants to continue it beyond that, 
it must submit the question to 
a referendum. If disapproved 
in the referendum, the tax may 
be continued another year. If 
avproved, it may be continued 
to April, 1957. 

By amendment to the city 
charter or by adopting a new 
charter specifically providing for 
the earnings tax, the city would 
be authorized permanently to 
levy the tax. 

Mayor Tucker said a decision 
as to what course of action 
would be pursued by the city 
will be arrived at only after the 
various details of the legislation 
has been studied thoroughly, 

Meanwhile, the members of 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment conferred with in- 
dividual department heads in an 
effort to draw up an annual ap- 
propriation measure in time for 
presentation to the Board of 
Aldermen when the regular ses- 
sion resumes on Friday. 


Spending Last Year. 


With the earnings tax avail- 

able, it has been estimated that 
the various municipal depart- 
ments can be allocated approxi- 
mately the amount of money 
spent during the past fiscal 
year. This is $46,148,000. 
- Appropriations last year to- 
taled $47,734,844 but $1,586,473 
was unspent. Department heads 
had requested $53,499,270 for 
the new fiscal year but they 
have been told they must oper- 
ate on the same amount of 
money as last year. 

No more than that will be 
available in spite of the fact 
that the city wiped out a cumu- 
lative deficit of $4,294,000 and 
acquired a surplus of $1,141,000 
with the earnings tax last year. 

However, greater amounts of 


money will be required to meet’ 


bond retirements during the 
cutrent year, To meet these 
requirements, the city cannot, 
even with the earnings tax, pro- 
vide additional funds for operat- 
ing purposes unless substantial 
increases are levied in rates on 
real estate and tangible personal 
property. 

The city also will be faced 
with an annual increase of 
$1,000,000 in payroll costs as 
the result of a new compensation 
plan approved last week by the 
Civil Service Commission and 
presented to the Board of Alder- 
men for consideration. The 
measure is expected to be intro- 
duced Friday but will probably 
be laid over until the annual ap-

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BUS, STREETCAR 
FARE INGREASES 


New Structure Was Au- 
thorized by P.S.C. 
April 9 — $650,000 


Boost in Revenue. 


Riders of Public Service Co. 
streetcars and busses today be- 
gan paying higher prices for 
weekly permits and express fares 
and an increased rate for tokens. 

The new fare structure was 
authorized in an order of. the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion of last April 9. The com- 
mission estimated the higher 
fares would add about $650,000 
to the company’s gross annual 
revenues. The~company. had 
sought a $1,450,000 increase. 

The weekly permit on local 
lines now costs 75 cents instead 
of 65, but the cash payment for 
each ride on the permit remains 
at 10 cents. When used on an 
express line, the accompanying 
cash payment is now 15 cents 
instead of 13 cents. 

Express weekly permits now 
cost $1, as compared with 85 
cents formerly charged, and a 
child’s cash express fare is now 
15 instead of 13 cents. The 
adult cash fare on express lines 
goes from 23 to 25 cents but 
there is no change.in the 20- 
cent cash fare on local lines. 

Transfers from local to ex- 
press lines must be accompanied 
by a five-cent cash payment. The 
payment was 3 cents heretofore. 

Tokens now sell at four for 
75 cents instead of five for 90, 
a rise of % cent per token. 
When presented on an express 
bus, the token must be accom- 
panied by 5 cents. The company 
had asked to abolish ‘tokens. 

Student weekly passes remain 
at 90 cents. They are good with- 
out further payment for rides 
between 7 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. on 
school days. Outside of those 
hours, the accompanying cash 
payment is now 10 cents instead 
of 5. The permits are not good 
on express lines. 

A company request that would 
have established 5-cent zones on 
12 lines that do riot have them 
was rejected by the commission.

The FHA 
and the Veterans Administra- 
tion together insured loans that 
financed about 40 per cent of 
all new homes built in this

Payne said he has received 
“complaints” from some lend- 
ing institutions that the FHA’s 
appraisals of one-family homes 
have been overly-generous. 


He said he will urge the com- 


mnittee to “inquire into the basis | 


f FHA appraisals” with par- 
cular attention to “the possi- 
bility of manipulation between 
FHA officials and builders push- 
ing up appraisals.”

The 10-year rule doesn’t 
protéct players from trades. 
It--merely prevents a club 
from sending a 10-year man 
to a minor league club with- 
out his consent. A player still 
belongs to a club even after 
20° years of service and his 
Ccotitract can be assigned to 
anyother major league club 
without the necessity of even 
consulting him. 

Probably before long the 
players will insist that some- 
thing be done about that. 
They are well organized now, 
have representatives who pre- 
sent requests and demands 
andthe owners listen atten- 
tively, especially since some 
inequities in baseball laws 
have been spotlighted by con- 
gressional inquiries. 

‘fhe waiver rule is another 
that was designed originally 
to-protect players.

Even a ten-year man finds 
himself still tied by the re- 
serve clause if, after being 
waived out of the majors and 
given his unconditional re- 
lease, he signs with a minor 
league club.

He signed a 
contract with the Shreveport 
club; pitched there last season 
and’ this spring couldn’t ac- 
cept a managerial job offered 
in the minors because Shreve- 
ert wouldn’t give him his re- 
ease. 

Another rule designed to 
protect players, to facilitate 
their advancement in base- 
ball, is the draft regulation. 
After a number of years in the 
nitmors a player becomes eligi- 
ble for the draft.

But clubs get around 
that rule, tod. A major league 
club, with many minor 
leaguers good enough to be 
drafted, can concentrate the 
Valuable players on one club 
atid. protect all but one from 
béing drafted. And in such 
eases frequently there is a 
tacit arrangement with some 
club that finished low in the 
last big league race, whereby 
it--is known who will be 
claimed. That happened when 
several likely draft prospects 
buriched on the Montreal club 
by the Brooklyn Dodgers were 
protected when the Browns 
claimed a player the Dodgers 
didn’t mind selling for the 
draft price. 

Hizh School Rule, or 

Football vs. Baseball. 

HERE have been efforts 
toward strict enforcement 
of the high sehool rule in 

recent years. It provides strict 
penalties for any club sigh- 
ing or even discussing sign- 
ing with a high school player 
until he is graduated, or if he 
quits school, until his class is 
graduated.

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St. Louis Choked by Rigid Boundaries—Lacks Space 
for New Industries—Bled by Movement to County— 
Falls Behind in Building Expressways— Leading 
Citizens Fail to Meet Their Responsibilities.

HAT’S wrong with St. Louis? It is a decadent city, says Edwin M. 
Clark, president of Southwestern Bell Telephone. Co. and head of the 
committee which developed a master plan for unsnarling traffic here. 
A Post-Dispatch interviewer asked Clark to explain why he believes the 
city is on the downgrade. In one of the most forthright statements ever 
made by a leading businessman about his community, he said this is what is 


wrong with St. Louis: 


It lacks downtown office space to attract 
new business. 

It is losing industries. 

It does not have an industrial district set 
up to provide large tracts. 

The labor “climate” seéms to be less 
attractive here than in other areas. 

The city is choked by rigid boundaries 
and extremely restrictive state laws. 

It is being bled by a constant exodus to 
St. Louis county. 

Many leading St. Louisans fail to meet 
their civic responsibilities. 

Too many people are afraid to “stick 
their necks out” by taking a stand on issues 
in which it ig impossible to please every- 
body. 

The city has fallen far behind in build- 
ing expressways. 

“It has negleeted the opportunity to be- 
come a major inland ‘port. . 

It fails to advertise its good points. 

An inferiority complex has taken root 
here. 

These are strong words, but Clark is 
eonvinced that they are true, and that the 
truth must be faced. 

He is able to view St. Louis with the 
objectivity of a newcomer, yet has demon- 
strated a devotion to the community and a 
concern, for its welfare which would do 
credit to the stanchest native. Most people 
will agree that although he came here only 
four years ago, he has earned the right to 
criticize by his willingness to work—really 
labor—on community projects. 

Few individuals haye taken on one tough 
civie job after another and handled them 
so well as Clark. He headed the Chamber 
of Commerce committee which drafted the 
comprehensive plan for traffic control. He 
directed the campaign which put over a 
$1,500,000 bond issue for redevelopment 
of the blighted plaza area after an earlier 
effort had failed. Now he is serving as 
chairman of a committee studying the 
possibility of acquiring the old Federal 
Building at Eighth and Olive streets and 
tearing it down to make way for an office 
building and underground garage. 


Tremendous Future Seen 

In City’s Natural Assets. 

While keenly aware of the city’s short- 
comings, Clark is no less cognizant of the 
strong points and potentialities of St. Louis. 

“This city has all the natural assets 
for a tremendous future,” he says. 
“With the trend toward inland dispersal 
of industry, St. Louis is ideally situated. 
It is a rail, highway, water, air and com- 
munications center. It is a natural dis- 
tributing point for thousands of square 

miles. And it is blessed with an abun- 
dance of power, water and fuel to ac- 
cemmodate industrial expansion. 

“To see our city, with the finest lo- 
tation in America, not developing its 
natural talents is a little beyond my 
comprehension.” 

Clark, who travels extensively through 
the five states served by Southwestern 
Bell, is impressed by the number of big 
office buildings he sees going up in Hous- 
ton and the construction under way in the 
business districts of Kansas City, Okla- 
homa City, Tulsa, Dallas, Fort Worth. He 
constrasts this surge of dynamic growth 
‘with the situation in downtown St. Louis, 
where no new office building of any size‘ 
thas been erected since 1926. 
~ “Look at all these parking Iots in down- 
town St. Louis—gaps where buildings used 
to be,” he says. “The firms that once oc- 
cupied these places have gone somewhere, 
and they have taken jobs with them. 

“If we don’t bring new industry and 
business into town, eventually we're going 
to lose our skilled workers and be left only 
with unskilled labor, of which most places 
have plenty. That would mean gradual 
deterioration, with the city sinking into 
slums.” 

Many businessmen consider labor a sub- 
fect loaded with dynamite and decline to 
talk about it for publication, but Clark 
is not afraid to speak out. 

“We are losing industries,” he bluntly 
declares. “Is it because labor conditions 
here are-such that new firms won't come 
dn and established industries seek a better 
“climate’ elsewhere? 

“Labor leaders have a great responsibil- 
ity to see to it that production per man 
‘per day, wage rates and all the other things 
that go into the cost of labor are no less 
favorable here than they are in cities St. 
Louis is competing with. 

~“I know: that in many lines of work 
wage rates here are higher than in Kansas 
‘City, Tulsa, Houston, Dallas. We should 
get the facts as to working conditions and 
cost of operation in St. Louis versus condi- 
tions in all these other places. Doesn't 
labor itself have that respsonsibility? 

“Labor is a damned important part of 
this community, not just in manpower but 
in leadership. It seems to me that, for the 
‘welfare of union members and the preser- 
vation of their opportunities, labor leaders 
might well participate in proving to the 
world that St. Louis is a fine place in 
which to locate—if they can prove it. 

“T? they can’t prove it, thep—hell!—St. 
Louis isn’t going to attract industry, and 
it’s up to labor to. help correct the situa- 


tion.” 
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Clark considers lack of an industria] area 
offering large plant sites in the city one 
of the most serious defects of St. Louis. 
Dallas has developed such an area in the 
Trinity river bottoms, he points out; Kansas 
City provides space for big new buildings; 
other growing cities have set up districts in 
which industry can attain maximum ef- 
ficiency by operating on a single level, 
with ample space for storage, shipping 
docks and off-street parking. 

In St. Louis, there is little vacant ground 
left in the eight-square-mile industrial area 
which forms a constricted T, the arms ex- 
tending along the Mississippi riverfront 
and the stem paralleling Market street 
through Mill Creek Valley. 

(In an effort to remedy this and check 
the movement of industry out of St. 
Louis, the City Plan Commission has pro- 
posed that slums be cleared, secondary 
streets and alleys be eliminated and small 
blocks be consolidated into “superblocks” 
so that land can be assembled into tracts 
large enough for industrial operations.) 


Too Little Freedom 
Under Present Charter. 


The governmental setup of St. Louis is 
viewed as another or handicap. Clark | 
is convinced that thé city has too little 
freedom of action under its present 
charter, and thinks it ishigh time this 1914 
model was junked for an up-to-date charter 
providing more home rule. 

“St. Louis is hampered more than 
almost any city I know by restrictive 
Jaws making it subject te control by the 
State Legislature,” he asserts. “A good 
example is the fight our Mayor had to 
wage at Jefferson City fer the right of 
the people of St. Louis to tax them- 
selves with a levy on earnings.” 

Under the present setup, many public 
offices which the average St. Louisan re- 
gards as municipal are not legally part of 
the municipal organization. Although they 
operate with funds drawn from the city 
treasury and generally are housed in city- 
owned buildings, they are controlled in 
large part by the State Legislature. 

This is true of the police department, 
circuit courts, offices of sheriff, coroner, 
circuit attorney, revenue collector, record- 
er of deeds and several other county-type 
offices whose budget requirements are 
fixed by the Legislature. These state-con- 
trolled departments use up almost a third 
of the city’s total operating revenue; the 
bill last year exceeded $14,000,000. This is 
a fixed charge imposed by the Legislaturé, 
and all the city cah do is pay it. 

“No organization can function with a 
number of people directing it,” says Clark. 
“There has to be some one person with 
the authority to say, ‘This is what we're 
going to do.’ Our city government is handi- 
capped by divided control. With so many 
departments, staffs and salaries regulated 
by the state, the city simply is not run as 
efficiently as it should be. 

“Running a city is big business. Municl- 
pal operating expenses last year exceeded 
$46,000,000. When you spend that much 
money, it’s big business, and it requires 
business regulation. 3 

“For St. Louis to prosper, we must have 
a modern city charter=under which we 
can operate with more home rule.” 

The present boundaries of St. Louis were 
established in 1876, when the city sep- 
arated from St. Louis county and became 
an independent political entity.. St. Louis 
long since has outgrown these artificial 
limits and expanded far into once-rural 
areas, its population, business and industry 
spilling into the county. Efforts to extend 
the boundaries to take in contiguous ur- 
banized areas have been made off and on 
for 50 years, but all have failed. 

Virtually the entire city area now is built 
up, and many sections are decaying. St. 


Louis, unable to provide vacant ground for | 


new homes or. factories, has seen the 
exodus to the county grow year by year 
until it has reached alarming proportions. 
“How doth the city sit solitary, that 
was full of people! how. is she become as 
a widow! she that was great among the 
nations, and princess among the prov- ' 
inces, how is she become tributary!” 

These Lamentations of Jeremiah pref- 
aced the official plea for enlargement of 
the city boundaries which St. Louis pre- 
sented to the Constitutional Convention of 
Missouri in 1944, but the new State Consti- 
tution provided no relief. . 

“St. Louis is the only place in the Mid- 
west confronted by such a barrier,” Clark 
points out. 

“People who accumulate savings and 
are able to raise their standard of living 
are moving to the county. Their places in 
the city are not taken by persons of the 
same standing. If those who provide lead- 
ership move out of the community, where 
are we going to get high civic standards?” 


Prominent Citizens 
Neglect Civic Duties. 


Clark believes one of the troubles of St. 
Louis has been prominent citizens’ anwill- 
ingness to attend civic meetings. 

“People say, ‘I'm too busy.’ Businessmen 
often deputize somebody to attend meet- 
ings for them. But you can’t hire anyone 
to perform civic duties for you. People

serve because of a feeling of responsibility 
to the community, or they don’t serve at all. 


“We need to enlist more St. Louisans 


’ who have grown up here and made their 


fortunes here. Leaders in business, law, 
medicine. the newspapers—those who in 
the competitive struggle over the years 
have proved they have the know-how—owe 
it to the people of St. Louis to provide 
leadership. 


“If. they don’t do it, then those who!

out of it.” 


The leadership needed to reverse the 
downward trend of St. Louis is here, but 
it is not asserting itself, Clark believes. 
This is a matter of civic courage as well as 
energy. 

“One of the things that keeps people out 
of community service is the criticism that 
may be incurred in carrying out projects 
involving controversy,” he explains. “We 
need more people willing to stand up and 
be counted, publicly, on every debatable 
question.” 

The master traffic control plan worked 
out by Clark’s committee drastically cur- 
tailed street parking. Citing the opposition 
engendered by this, Cark says: 

“I had to decidé in advance whether I 
was willing to stick my neck out. Since 
I had no ulterior motives, I saw no 
reason why I shouldn’t go ahead and 
do what I thought was right. I have full 
confidénce that making St. Louis a good 
place in which to live, work and edu- 
cate children will more than offset any 
criticism that may come from people 
fighting improvement projects.” 

In this connection, he deplores the fear 
of pressure groups which he believes de- 
layed selection of routes for urgently 
needed expressways. . 

State and federal funds amounting to 
$7,900,000 a year have been allocated to St. 
Louis for construction of these arteries, 
but have not been utilized here because the 
argument over locations has been going on 
for years without a decision. Since federal 
allotments for road-building in Missouri 
are made only for two-year periods, the 
State Highway Department, in order not 
to forfeit this aid, has transferred funds 
St. Louis is not yet ready to use to other 
Missouri cities that were in position to go 
ahead. 

“It is a disgrace to see nearly $8,000,000 
a year that has been allotted to us not 
being spent here,” says Clark disgustedly. 
“Kansas City has been grabbing it. I don’t 
blame them; I take my hat off to ‘em. 
While we sit around debating endlessly 
and ducking decisions because there will 
be some opposition to any routes that.are 
selected, Kansas City has been moving 
dirt.” 

Nor has the city done any better with 
its waterway possibilities, he continues. 
St. Louis could be a major inland port. but 
it- has provided few facilities to attract

the advantages of locating in this area. 

“If we don't have a good story to tell,” 
he ‘says, “let’s change the conditions and 
make them attractive, then put 10 sales- 
men on the road ‘selling’ St. Louis. The 
city should do some national advertising, 
too. General Motors thinks advertising 
pays. Southwestern Bell thinks it pays. 
Most successful businessmen find it profit- 
able. Why shouldn't it pay St. Louis? We’re 
not doing it, and it doesn’t cost much.” 

People have to be ‘sold’ on St. Louis 
right here at home, he emphasizes. 

“Why all this talk about bad climate? 
Outside the month of July, are the sum- 
mers really so bad here? I think St. Louis 
people have developed a little inferiority 
complex. 

“This is especially noticeable with re- 
gard to educational institutions. A great 
number of Missouri and St. Louis boys 
go to Eastern colleges. Apparently this 


hangs on regardless of the fine schools 
here.” 

Despite all the shortcomings he finds 
so striking, Clark is optimistic about the 
future of St. Louis. 

“There is a spirit beginning to assert 
itself here,” he observes. “It’s a sort of 
awakening, a feeling that we can get 
going. Good men.are making themselves 
available for civic work—so much so that 
you now can find more businessmen in 
St. Louis. willing to give time and effort to 
the community than in any place I know 
of. Every person asked to be a member of 
the committee to tackle this post office 
problem agreed to serve.” 

Clark emphasizes the importance of 
small-scale efforts. 

“People have a mistaken notion that a 
civic project must be something big,” he 
says. “If every civic organization in St. 
Louis, in addition to what it is now doing, 
took on a community project, no matter 
how small—even if it were planting two 
oak trees—completed it in six months and 
then took on another, the results would be 
remarkable. In two years you'd see the 
greatest kind of improvement in this city.” 

Start of work on redevelopment of the 
plaza area with a public park and a private 
housing project may mark a turning point 
in the history of this city, Clark believes. 

“When steam shovels dig into the plaza 
and people see dirt moving, I think we 
can start a sweep—a movement that will 
carry St. Louis out of the decadent class 
and place it firmly in the forefront of 
American cities. , 

“With all its natural advantages and 
great potentialities, that’s where St. Louis 
belongs.” 


Europe Is Not Defensible 
Against a Russian Attack 
Despite Great U.S. Effort 


Existing Forces Could Prevent Surprise Soviet Blitz, 
But French Failure to Ratify EDC Delays Adequate 
Defense, Including German Elements— Writer Says | 
Atomic Weapons Do Not Alter Situation Greatly.

| WASHINGTON, April 24. 
of the United States and more than 


eight billion dollars of military aid furnished, Europe is not defensible 


against a full scale attack by the Soviet Union. 


This is due primarily to 


the failure of France to ratify the treaty establishing the European Defense 
Community which would permit a substantial German contribution to the 


defense forces. 

The covering force of 20 effective divi- 
sions which has been built up in west 
central Europe, the vital area, is sufficient 
to prevent a surprise Russian blitz with 
existing forces in Eastern Germany and 
Europe. Three years ago these forces 
could have marched across Europe to the 
Atlantic in three or four weeks. 


The Russians have, however, some 90 
divisions in western Russia and eastern 
Europe which could be used in a campaign 
in the west. They could not deliver a 
surprise attack since they would have to 
be moved west first. 

A Russian division is equal approxi- 
mately in firepower and strength to only 
two-thirds of a western division, making 
the 90 divisions about the equivalent of 60 
western divisions. But against these the 
west can oppose only 20. 

As for bolstering these with reserves, 
while 25 Allied reserve divisions were be- 
ing called up 125 Russian divisions could 


be made ready. 

In the air the situation is little bet- 
ter. Against 4400 aircraft in western 
Europe, of which only about 600 can match 
the Soviet MIG, the Russians can bring 
about 4000 modern jet aircraft. Many of 
the 4400 commonly attributed to the NATO 
Air Force are local] defense aircraft based 
in the British Isles and France and many 
are obsolete propeller aircraft. 

Nor do the American atomic weapons 
alter the local situation very greatly in the 
opinion of responsible American and Al- 
lied officers in Europe. Based on the 
assumption that the Russians have enough 
atomic bombs to use them tactically as the 
United States plans to do, the Russian air 
advantage will give them an advantage 
over the Allied forces in the game of 
mutual atomic destruction, locally in 
Europe. 

Against this must be set the capability 
of the U.S. Strategic Air Force to, assist 
the defense of Europe by destroying Soviet 
air bases. 

With the air program—half of which is 
financed by the United States—now under 
way, the disparity in local air capability in 
western Europe will change in our favor 
within two years unless in the meantime 
there is further build-up of Soviet air 
power. 

The same is not true of ground forces. 
The Soviet advantage of about three to 
one (not counting satellite divisions) has 
every appearance of continuing. This is 
due to the failure primarily on the part of 
France, to ratify the treaty to establish 
the European Defense Community, which 
would authorize the organization of Ger- 
man armed forces within a European army, 
and to the unwillingness of the European 
nations to increase their own contingents 
by adopting two years of compulsory mili- 
tary service. 

The German contingent of 12 divisions 
and 1400 aircraft would increase the West- 
ern ground forces by more than 50 per 
cent and would give a substantial boost to 
the air forces. 

The European Defense Community would 
consist of France, Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
The armed forces would be unified within 
the Community, wear a common uniform 
and teceive the same pay. The largest 
national units would be the groupment of 
ground forces, equivalent to a light divi- 
sion, and a wing in the air forces. 

Larger units, such as corps and armies, 
would be international with international 
staffs. The entire European Army and 
Air Force would be placed under the Su- 
preme Allied Commander in Europe. 

The Defense Community was proposed 
by the French when, in August 1950, after 
the Korean war had started, the American 
Secretary of State, Dean Acheson, in- 
formed the North Atlantic Treaty nations 
that it was essential to rearm Germany to 
insure the defense of Europe. 

By forbidding a German general staff 
and making the German armed forces 
subject to an Allied command and by 
keeping them in smal] units, it was 
planned to prevent a revival of German 
militarism while at the same time using 
Germans to assist in the defense of their 
own territory. 

The treaty was initialed May 27, 1952, 
after more than a year spent in preparing 
it. The next step was to obtain ratifica- 
tion by the parliaments of member coun- 
tries.

THIS WAS THE REAL PROBLEM. 
Since France had proposed the European 
Defense Community, it should have been 
the first to ratify it. But the French were 
bedeviled with second thoughts. Some 
feared rearmament of the Germans under 
any conditions. Others objected to the 
loss of French sov€reignty and the loss of 
French military identity in a common 
force. 

By February 1953 the French had 
thought up nine points about which they 
were dissatisfied, and demanded that addi- 
tional protocols to the treaty be agreed 
upon to cover their objections. They 
wanted: 

The right to withdraw troops from the 

( y 


European Defense Community without the. 
consent of the supreme commander and 
the other powers; 


A special statute and financial regula- 
tions for non-German troops in Germany; 

New negotiations about American aid. 
within the Community (‘apparently the 
French wanted to dip directly into the 
United States till as well as to receive aid 
through the EDC); 


Some rather obscure arrangements about 
the interchangeability of troops between 
the French contingent with EDC and other 
national French forces; 


An arrangement that would freeze the 
present voting ratio in the. Community 
instead of having to depend upon the ratio 
of forces contributed after the first two 
years; 

To keep mobiiization in national hands, 

An agreement that all French officers 
should be allowed to attend EDC military 
schools even though the officers were not 
with EDC forces; 

And, authorization to member states 
with colonies to manufacture arms for use 
in colonial territories without hindrance 
from the integrated community. 

cd * . 

ALL OF THESE DEMANDS could have 
been met without additional protocols to 
the treaty. Nevertheless the member states 
negotiated with the French and agree- 
ments were reached that appeared to 
satisfy the French. 

But this was illusory. The French still 
refused to act. They next demanded that 
Great Britain establish closer ties with the 
Defense Community, that the United. 
States guarantee that it would maintain its. 
forces in Europe and, finally, that the. 
problem of the Saar be settled between 
France and Germany as a prelude to rati-- 
fication. 

The British and the United States made 
what must be considered a final and su- 
preme effort to meet France’s demands. 
Great Britain, on April 14, agreed to place 
an armored division in the European Army 
and to include Royal Air Force units in a 
European Air Force. The United King- 
dom also declared that its armed forces 
will be stationed on the continent as long 
as the Soviet Union threatens the security 
of the western world. 


Two days later President Eisenhower 
added his assurances that “the United 
States will continue to maintain in 
Europe, including Germany, such units 
of its armed forces as may be necessary 
to contribute its fair share of the forces. 
needed for the joint defense of the 
North Atlantic area while a threat to 
that area exists.” 


He also declared that he would regard 
the North Atlantic Treaty as of indefinite 
duration, thus meeting French objections 
that the EDC was of 50 years’ duration, 
while the North Atlantic Treaty was only 
for a period of 20 years. : 

This left only the Saar question. The 
German government had made major con- 
cessions in regard to the Saar. It had 
agreed that the Saar would be internation- 
alized. The Germans demanded, however, 
that Germany should have equal economic ’ 
rights in the Saar with the French. This 
the French have not agreed to. 

Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
had an understanding with French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault that the debate 
on the treaty would take place early this 
month before the Geneva conference. 

The agreement could not be kept due 
to French fear that ratification of the 
treaty might displease the Russians and 
prevent them from taking favorable action 
in regard to Indochina at Geneva. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov described the European Defense 
Community, during the four-power Berlin 
conference in February, as a means of 
reviving German militarism. It was obvi- 
ous that the defeat of this proposal, which 
was originated to prevent a revival of 
German militarism, is one of the prime 
objectives of the Soviet Union. ) 

The French now have agreed to bring 
the European Defense Community treaty 
up for debate in the Assembly May 18, 
It is hoped to vote on it May 25. 

The United States has made supreme 
efforts to induce the French to ratify 
the treaty. Secretary of State Dulles 
warned in February 1953 that the United 
States might have to do a little ree 
thinking about its policy toward western

effectively. This failed to take. Instead; 
the French demanded and obtained more 
aid. Aid for the war in was 
increased by $385,000,000. — 
Again in December, Dulles warned of. 
the “agonizing reappraisal” that United

May It Burn White-Hot 


The second day of the McCarthy-vs.-the Army 
investigation more than confirmed the major 
impression of the first day: 


Here is a tragic expenditure of irrecoverable 
time that will be worth its every second only if 
it exposes and overwhelms the demagogue from 
Wisconsin so completely that he at least cannot 
ever again mislead those people who are easily 
fooled by political charlatans. 


Even more than on the first day, Senator Mc- 
Carthy was the dodger, the distracter, the dis- 
torter, the staller, the resourceful builder of 
roadblocks. Almost everyone in the hearing room 
and millions of citizens who saw the second aft- 
ernoon session on television must have grown 
weary of his filibuster. 

For that is exactly what the McCarthy con- 
duct amounted to. The Senator picked at every- 
thing that came along, no matter what it was. 
He unctuously regretted the wasting of time 
and then went on to squander two full hours of 
it, while high ranking public officials, like Sec- 
retary of the Army Stevens and Gen. Ridgway, 
Army Chief of Staff, sat by. 


He made a great to-do over the taking of a pic- 
ture and required the film to be delivered up. 
He challénged the authority of President Eisen- 
hower’s appointee as Secretary of the Army to 
speak for the Army. He made an entirely un- 
understandable issue over the introduction, as 
evidence, of the stenographic records of tele- 
phone conversations between himself and Secre- 
tary Stevens in the -Pvt. Schine preferential 
treatment case. He interrupted so persistently 
that the even-handed subcommittee counsel, Ray 
H. Jenkinsy had to sit on him. 


No wonder other Senators on the McCarthy 
subcommittee have avoided his hearings and 
thus allowed him to conduct his one-man Star 
Chamber sessions at which witnesses have been 
abused. The other Senators could not stand to 
take the punishment that sitting through a Mc- 
Carthy inquiry entails. 

« = * 

But the first two days have not been without 
their gains. As a matter of fact, it is a rewarding 
if not too edifying sight to see the inquisitor, 
who has bullyragged innumerable defenseless 
witnesses, himself at last on the defensive. And 
while no one threw him out, as he has caused 
others to be ejected bodily from his own inquisi- 
tions, many palms must have itched to do just 
that when he was manifestly contemptuous of his 
fellow Senators, outstanding counsel and emi- 
nent witnesses. 


One by one matters are coming into the open 
that will require further attention, Thus Secre- 
tary Stevens testified that after the McCarthy 
alter ego, Roy M. Cohn, was not admitted to a 
highly secret Army laboratory at Fort Mon- 
mouth, the brash young subcommittee counsel 
sought to establish his right to see anything and 
everything by saying: “I have access to FBI 
files when I want them.” 

Attorney General Brownell will want to give 
this statement prompt attention. For if Mr. Cohn 


‘has had access to FBI files, it is completely 


counter to Mr. Brownell’s own statement only a 
month ago that he “has permitted no such thing 


during my term as Attorney General.” Who is ~ 


right, Mr. Cohn, as he is quoted by Secretary 
Stevens, or Mr. Brownell? Mr. Cohn’s present 
denial that he has this access does not diminish 
the need for a thorough check-up. 


Another shocking revelation was the extent 
to which the military authorities went in an 
effort to placate Senator McCarthy and his 
temperamental Cohn-Schine performers. These 
disclosures point up the folly of the Adminis- 
tration’s policy last year of trying to get along 
with Senator McCarthy. A man so fine as Sec- 
retary Stevens must have been humiliated to 
describe how far he bent in his unsuccessful at- 
tempts to mollify the unreasonable favor seekers. 

* ~ - 

Questions and answers about Mr. Stevens's 
military service suggest the possibility that the 
coming examination may elicit full information 
as to the military service of Senator McCarthy 
and the military-service dodging record of Mr. 
Cohn. For it is high time that millions of citizens, 
and particularly war veterans, learn some Mc- 
Carthy-Cohn facts that they have never been 
told. by newspapers in their own localities: 


First, that Joseph R. McCarthy, with World 
War II still raging, left his post of duty with the 
Marines in the Pacific in the fall of 1944 and 
went home to Wisconsin, where he took a dis- 
charge, in order to advance his political fortunes. 


Second, that Roy M. Cohn was not drafted 
when he reached military age in February, 1945, 
or thereafter, because he received a series of 
three time-consuming West Point nominations, 
which kept him out of classification 1-A until 
the war was ended and the draft suspended. 


McCarthyism has had headlines galore. It has 
never had the full exposure of pitiless publicity, 
to use Woodrow Wilson's graphic words. And 
that is what it is just now beginning to get. May 
the light burn bright and hot and relentlessly 
until this sordid mess in Washington is cleaned 
away! 
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Horror Is Their Business 

The uncomic comic book, which has been in- 
vestigated before, is being investigated again. 
And the Senate Subcommittee on Juvenile De- 
linquency, under Senator Hendrickson of New 
Jersey, is hearing about the same thing which 
was said to the Gathings subcommittee of the 
House two years ago. 

Nobody seems to want official censorship to 
attempt to clean up excessive comic book depic- 
tions of crime and horror. The Gathings com- 
mittee, in faet, called on the comic book publish- 
ers themselves to clean house. 

Judging from early testimony before the Hen- 
drickson group, the publishers have made little 
progress. William Gaines, president of the En- 
tertaining Comics Group, said he recognized 
only a limit of “good taste.” Senator Kefauver 
of Tennessee asked him if he considered in good 
taste the cover of the May 22 Shock Suspen- 
Stories, which depicted a man with an ax hold- 
ing the head of a blond woman. 

Gaines said he thought that was good taste, 
for a comic book, anyhow. He thought it might 
be bad taste, he said, if the woman's neck was 
dripping blood. As Senator Kefauver noted, the 
only blood shown on the comic book cover came 
from the mouth. 

Much of this argument cormcerns the effect of 
crime comics on juvenile delinquency. Dr. Har- 
ris Peck of the New York Court of Domestic Re- 
lations testified that most of the 2000 delinquents 
entering court each year read such comics. 
Other authorities doubt that comics promote de- 
linquency, and the publishers naturally agree. 

About a quarter of the 75,000,000 or more 
comic books issued each month are of the crime 
: ‘ 


and horror variety. But the congressional effort 
to do something about them is at an impasse. 
Nobody is eager for censorship, but the publish- 
ers have shown little disposition to clean up. 
Horror is their business. 

The comic book publishers’ attitude is their 
own worst enemy. If they do nothing, the pub- 
lic may indeed demand official action. Mean- 
time, we trust the Senators will not. be too horri- 
fied as they discover just how horrible horror 
comics can be,

Not enough farsighted labor leadership to 
a assure ‘s favorable climate for new in- 
ustry. 


Not enough facing up to their civic re- 
sponsibilities by leading citizens. 

Such are the main points in a remarkable 
analysis of the St. Louis metropolitan commu- 
nity which we publish on the first page of this 
section today. The analysis was made by Edwin 
M. Clark, president of Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co., in an interview with Harry Wilensky 
of the Post-Dispatch staff. 

Every St. Louisan ought to read and ponder 
Mr. Clark’s words. 

Some of his words may sting. Some may 
strike the reader as unjust or exaggerated. Some 
will set going the defense mechanisms with 
which St. Louisans protect themselves. But 
the fact is that Mr. Clark, who has earned the 
right to speak by devoting so much of his own 
time to successful community projects, has put 
his finger on many shortcomings which together 
go far to explain why St. Louis falls behind 
other cities in so many aspects of growth and 
development. 


There are not enough people in this com- 
munity who devote time and energy to the 
community interest ag well as their private in- 
terests. 


That is the essence of Mr. Clark's analysis. 
St. Louis would do well to reflect upon it. 
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Art and Old Bottles 


Creators of works of art now receive less pro- 
tection than “anyone who finds a way to make 
a lamp out of old Coca-Cola bottles.’ So Chris- 
topher LaFarge, poet and short-story writer, 
summed it up in urging upon a special Senate 
committee legislation to ratify and implement a 
universal copyright law.

Dobie appeared with Mr, LaFarge in behalf of 
the measures. The legislation they seek has 
been largely ‘submerged in a Congress occupied 
with matters having more pressure behind them. 
But while the Universal Copyright Convention 
is not as dramatic as some other issues, it is 
important to this country, at home and in its 
relations abroad. , 


In the existing international copyright agree- 
ment United States authors are protected in 
other countries only through a technical subter- 
fuge, and authors from other countries must go 
through burdensome procedures to obtain pro- 
tection here. All this is because the United 
States is not actually a party to the agreement. 
It is long since time for a country which is a 
leader in world co-operation to accept the prin- 
ciple of world co-operation in the copyright law. 
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What Says the Hour? 


This is the time of perennial confusion. When 
the clocks says 8 a.m. today, is it really 9 a.m,?

Enterprise, FHA-Style 

The case of Canterbury Gardens brings the 
FHA inquiry close to home. Warren Olney III 
of the Justice Department has told Senate in- 
vestigators that the St. Louis county apartment 
project was one of those in which the builders 
got a federally-insured loan in excess of the cost 
of the project, : 

This has been the pattern of disclosures to the 
Senate Banking Committee so far. And it is 
noteworthy that the disclosures have elicited 
from the housing industry, instead of the usual 
denunciations, a certain amount of defense and 
praise for the Government agency in question. 

For example, the National Association of 
Home Builders early challenged committee 


charges that excessive rents resulted from abuse | 


of the FHA apartment projects. The Mortgage 
Bankers’ Association criticized the forced resig- 
nation of Guy T. O. Hollyday as FHA commis- 
sioner. The National Association of Real Estate 
Boards rushed to the defense of the FHA in- 
surance system. 

If it were the public housing program under 
attack, these groups would undoubtedly be much 


quicker to denounce the Government. The real. 


estate lobby has called public housing “social- 
ism.” Why the different attitudes on two sec- 
tions of the federal housing program? 

Public housing represents direct federal aid 
to encourage the building of low-rent projects 
by local housing authorities. The FHA program 


now under investigation represented federal 


insurance of loans to encourage the building of 
medium-rental apartments 
tractors and mortgagors. 

But whether a public authority is aided to 
build low-rent housing, or private enterprise is 
aided to build medium-rental housing, surely 
the public interest in both cases. calls for safe- 
guards against the padding of construction costs 
which must ultimately be paid by the tenant or 
the taxpayer. Whether the housing enterprise 
is public or private, surely exorbitant profits un- 
der federal protection are unjustified. 

One question yet to be adequately answered 
about the FHA scandals is this:' Why did not 


_ the banks or other, lending agencies which put 


up money for these projects devise their own 
safeguards against inflated or fictional loans? 
One banker said, “We depended on the FHA 
guarantee.” 

Is that the way private enterprise is supposed 
to work? 
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-works in the opposite way.

Wall Street lawyer and Methodist whe was counsel for Bishop 
4 Oxnam at House hearing urges reforms for fair practices and 
fair play in congressional inquiries; says present methods give 
free rein to inquisitors and threaten cherished freedom.

The current discussion of methods 
used by investigating committees for 
Congress recalls my experience in the 
Oxnam hearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities last 
summer., What happened then is ex- 
ceedingly interesting as I look back. 


When the date for the hearing was 
set, and Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, 
whom I have known for many years, 
asked me to serve as his counsel, I 
consulted with my 
partners. My firm 
is one of Wall 
Street's largest and 
most conservative, 
and my experience 
is primarily in the 
rough and tumble 
of big-time busi- 
ness. 

My partners were 
unanimous that 
there was a princi- 
ple at stake. They 
recommended that 
I take the Oxnam 
assignment, and I Bishop @xnam— 
did. For rough 
techniques it,set a new mark for any- 
thing I had seen. : 


Opposite of Judicial Practice 


My first move was to ask for a list 
of the items on which the bishop would 
be questioned in order that he might 
bring to the hearing room the pertinent 
files. I was told that, under rules, no 
information would be given. 


This is not the way our judicial sys- 
tem works in getting at the facts. 


In a civil case, a trial is held only 
after the case had been adequately 
stated in writing. In criminal trials, 
no man goes before a jury until he 
has the indictment—a minute specifica- 
tion of charges. 

But, Bishop Oxnam and I were forced 
to go into the hearing room completely 
in the dark. 

From a prepared agenda kept secret 
from the bishop and myself, the bishop 
was questioned for over 10 hours—not 
primarily on the items abowt which he 
had complained (and it is well to re- 
member that he requested the hearing 
to clear the record) but on new items, 
one dating back as far as 1923. 


Our judicial system starts a case un- 
der the assumption that a man is inno- 
cent until proved guilty. To be proved 
guilty he must be confronted by wit- 
nesses, and the witnesses must be sub- 
jected to cross-examination, “Hearsay” 
evidence is not permitted. 


Misstatements and Half-Truths 


But the “investigating eee mame 
_at ap- 
parently assumes that the “witness” is 
subversive. Then, put under oath, he 
is subjected to questioning based on 
surprise, apparently in an attempt to 
trick him into an admission or to catch 
him off his guard. He is not faced by 
his accusers; his counsel is not allowed 
to speak; the “witness” cannot be ques- 
tioned by his own counsel so as to bring 
out another side. 

Many conscientious citizens are asking 
whether there is any valid purpose 
in the release of such files of material 
that have not been verified or eval- 
uated. 

Some of the statements there are 
absolute misstatements of facts. Some 
are half-truths. Some are garbled quo- 
tations. There is much derogatory 
material and, apparently, no attempt to 
include data, easily available, which 
would indicate devotion to American in- 
stitutions. 

Often the files ignore essential dates. 
There are many examples; I cite one 
from the Oxnam hearing. 

His connection with the Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship in 1942 


and 1943 was cited. (He resigned in 
August, 1943.) The organization was 
cited by Attorney General Tom Clark in 
1947 and 1948, but during the war it 
was actively supported by Secretary of 
State Hull, Gen. Marshall, Adm. King 
and Gen. Eisenhower. 

The House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities maintains such files con- 
sisting primarily of clippings, some col- 
lected by its staff and some sent in by 
vigilante volunteers. These are indexed 

gainst a man’s name. 

Thus, on official stationery of a House 
of Representatives committee, advice is 
issued over the signature of a staff 
or. committee member that “with ref- 
erence to Mr. the files of the 
House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
oe contain the following informa- 

ion.” 


Release of Unverified ‘Files’ 


Such releases have been widely -cir- 
culated as findings of the committee. 
Of course, they are not. But, through 
the issue of these releases of “‘informa- 
tion” from its “files,” the House Com- 
mitgee on Un-American Activities has 
helped to spread malicious gossip. 

These “files” come to eager hands, 
which then republish and distribute 
them in vitriolic attacks on the individ- 
ual and the organizations and the causes 
in which he serves. 


As a basis for committee study and 
planning, such a “file” can serve a pur- 
pose; but why without study, without 
verification, without evaluation, should 
such material be “released” to the pub- 
lic on the stationery of the House of 
Representatives? 

If a valid’ reason for a continuance 
of this practice can be.found, the com- 
mittee should adopt certain minimum 
rules for the protection of citizens, 


Congress Could Make Reforms 


No file should be released until the 
person or organization concerned has 
had a chance to make correctjons; in 
a “released file” no organization should 
be deemed subversive unless it has been 
so declared by the Attorney General or 
by the committee itself, after investiga- 
tion; unsupported clippings or letter- 


* heads should not be sufficient evidence 


of membership in or activity with an 
allegedly subversive organization (there 
is widespread pirating of names by 
“front” organizations). 

If membership or activity is estab- 
lished, the affiliation should not be 
listed unless it is shown to be volun- 
tary and active after the date when 
the organization became subversive; 
any “released file’ should contain ade- 
quate references to the material sub- 
mitted by an individual or organization: 
and no file should be “released” ex- 
cept by an affirmative vote of a major- 
ity of the committee. 

The practices that need correction 
are indefensible. are inconsistent with 
the traditional rights of free citizens 
and constitute a threat to our cherished 
basic freedom. - 

I believe in the principle of investi- 
gation by congressional committees, 
but I hope that the Congress will make 
the reforms that are clearly needed.

cer with Indian troops. A 
graduate of Sandhurst, he was 
- in the Fourth Prince of Wales’ 
Own Gurkha Rifles and was a 
brigadier in Wingate’s Chin- 
dits in World War II. He hit 
the bull’s-eye with his first 
novel, his second two were 
not so successful, and “Bho- 
wani Junction” bids fair to 
ring up his highest score—on 
the cash register. 


This novel, his first one 
dealing with modern India, is 
the story of a beautiful Anglo- 
Indian, Victoria Jones, daugh- 
ter of two heritages and two 
bloods, and the three men who 
love her. Patrick Taylor, also 
a half-caste, is a blundering, 
slow-witted minor functionary 
on an Indian railroad. Col. 
Rodney Savage, not a bit of a 
Colonel Blimp, is thinking of 

° marrying Victoria. Ranjit the 
Sikh, highly intelligent but ob- 
sessed with freedom for his 
India, offers another solution 
to Victoria. 

The shapely and langurous 
Victoria, a WAC in the Indian 
army, is at 28 a woman who 
knows her mind about most

things and she has no scruples 
about deserting Patrick Jones 
to become Col. Savage's mis- 
tress. But marriage? She 
realizes she is one of the un- 
fortunates of India—an Eura- 
sian, a cheechee, a half-caste, 
a blacky-white, an eight-annas. 
She sees her fellow half-castes 
fawning openly on the British 
but spitting at their backs, try- 
ing to keep from sinking to 
the level of the Indians and 


yet divided among themselves. 

That problem runs through 
the book but for those to 
whom it does not appeal there 
is the fast-moving secondary 
plot of Communist agents try- 
ing to cripple the railroad, 
Col. Savage and his Gurkhas 
and the Indian police trying to 
run them down, and—predom- 
inantly—the luscious Victoria 
and her love affairs.

HE novel is divided into 
T four books, with Patrick 

Taylor reciting in the first 
and last books, and Victoria 
Jones and Col, Savage narrat- 
ting in between the other two. 
Putting it mildly, they tell all 
—particularly in regard to 
their sex life. In addition 
there are train wrecks, polit- 
ical riots, religious rampages, 
murders, snoopings and cock- 
tail party repartee of the prus- 
sic acid brand. 

As always, Mr. Masters 
weaves the tapestry of India 
with perfection, whips up the 
sensational and maintains sus- 
pense throughout. In short, 
he tells a good story. How- 
ever, he does hot come up to 
A. W. Smith, another Sand- 
hurst-India sahib, who in 1938 
wrote “The Sword and the 
Rose,” a novel of regimental 
life in India which stands su- 


perior to all four of Masters’s 


books. 
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ment is a test of arms on 
a world-wide scale between 
the two great power blocs.

As the latter eventuality 
would. require a minimum 
surrender of sovereignty on 
the part of every nation Mr. 
MeNeill believes, that neither 
the United States nor Russia 
would ever agree to such a 
plan. To cite only one reason 
-—-the repugnance that most 
Americans would feel at yield- 
ing even a limited authority 
over themselves to foreigners 
—is sufficient. Hence his con- 
clusion (a) that World War 
III is unavoidable, and (b) 
that thinking Americans 
should look -beyond the final 
holocaust to the sort of world 
government that could be 
built out of the remains. For 
like many others he is cer- 
tain that some kind of world 
government is inevitable, 


* * * 


T brings small comfort to 

be told that a long endur- 

ing peace would inevitably 
follow the conclusion of the 
final world war. Moreover 
Mr. McNeill seems a little 
hasty in assuming that an 
atom war could not possibly 
result in the destruction of 
civilization. His book. was 
written before the hydrogen 
bomb tests. 


He is speaking to the point, 
however, when he counsels 
against the madness of a “pre- 
ventive war” and suggests 
that the best way to prepare 
for any eventuality is to 
“aecaiibien and broaden the 
transnational association which 
is the free world.” We are 
not. acting wisely when we 
give way to irritated isola- 
tionism; we are acting stupid- 
ly when ave use violent co- 
ercion in dealing with our al- 
lies. 


“The test of American fit- 
ness to survive in a cold war,” 
he writes, “and the test of 
American fitness to lead the 
world after victory in a third 
world war are one and the 
same. The broader and more 
generous our view, the less 
we fall back upon an irritable 
Americanism; the more we 
strive to make the free world 
an interdependent whole, the 
less we hope or imagine that 
the comfortable isolation of 
the nineteenth century is pos- 
sible—in short the more we 
can look forward and the less 
we look back the better our 
chances to forestall the Rus- 


sians.”

ONE of these expressions

Neill does, that such a whole 
would form the kernel of an 
effective world government to 
come. But can it be said that 
we are free from “irritating 
Americanisms” or that we 
have not acted coertively 
toward the nations whose 
friendship we need? Can it 
be assumed, for that matter, 
that we have demonstrated to 
the world that the United 
States has the moral imagina- 
tion, as well as the military 
strength, essential to world 
leadership? 


Like every writer Mr. Mc- 
Neill hopes to stimulate ac- 
tion as well as to evoke agree- 
ment. It is pertinent there- 
fore for him to remind us 
that even the least of us has 
a certain influence; and that 
the individual need not feel 
that he is powerless in the 
face of events. To think out 
one’s position—to think at all 
about our dangers—is certain- 
ly hard on the nerves these 
days. But there’s no hiding 
place down here even for the 
mind; and unless a sufficient 
number of us are willing to 
think about our fates others 
that we may detest will un- 
doubtedly do it for us.

THE JOURNEY, by Lillian Smith. 
(World Pub. Co., Cleveland, 256 
pgs., $3.50.)

HE journey that Lillian 
T Smith takes in her latest 

book is as old as the path- 
way from Eden and as fresh 
as the effort to save a polio- 
stricken child. She goes back 
to the recollections of her 
childhood, picking out the hor- 
rid little fears that fatten in 
the mind’s darkness till they 
become the hatreds and anxi- 
eties of adulthood. She takes 
the reader around among her 
friends, seeing how they rise 
above the worst calamities,— 
a Negro woman chanting 
through the shame of Servi- 
tude to a God who is very 
near, a father and mother who 
bring hope to their boy after 
he loses his arms in an acci- 
dent, a young couple in Geor- 
gia who welcome two Negro 
visitors to their tourist court, 
a paraplegic who learns to 
walk. 

Her~ mood moves between 
the knowledge of the guilt that 
haunts men because of a lost 
paradise and a hope, still un- 
defeated, that through humil- 
ity and faith they may return 
And her conclusion, 
also not a new discovery ex- 
cept in the manner of her tell- 
ing about it, is this, “That 
man’s unique qualities... be- 
gin in the unchangeable fact of 
his brokenness. . . . On the 
milk of his loneliness is nour- 
ished everything he loves and 
delights in, even his fu- 


ture. ca 
S many writers have pub- 

lished books on the ques- 
tion that prompts Miss Smith’s 
journey: What in man is most 
dependable? On what can a 
man rely when the world in- 
side him is full of fears and 
the world around is filled with 
terror? Their answers are as 
varied as their doctrine, rang- 
ing from Bishop Sheen’s reli- 
ance on the Church-centered 
soul to the Overstreets’ hope 
in man’s own emerging matur- 
ity. Somewhere in between 
stands Lillian Smith, still pas- 
sionately attached, as her so- 
cial work training taught her 
to be, to the hope that lies for 
suffering people in medicine, 
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The Memorable House 


hygiene, psychotherapy, and 
tolerance, and yet unsure that 
din the best program for social 
‘betterment lies a complete as- 
surance for men. 

For assurance in itself is not 
enough to live by, and most 
kinds of human security break 
down in the pinch. In evi- 
dence of this and with all of 
her novelist’s skill, Miss Smith 
introduces us to a group of 
people, relatives and friends, 
whose stories form the par- 
ables of her belief.

HE recalls her. practical 
S pioneer grandmother who 

had the courage to shoot a 
swampcat threatening her 
child but would have no pa- 
tience with the shadowy ter- 
ror in the child’s heart. And 
Cephas, the young man from 
the unhealthy swamp country, 
who was an efficient and proud 
owner of a modern tourist- 
court and yet, in insecurity 
about “things,” spent his 
leisure hoping ‘“‘old Joe’”’ would 
run out of the country every 
Commie and Catholic and Jew. 
And Marty, who wanted to 
keep her injured boy, Bill, all 
to herself and envied her hus- 
band his friendship with their 
son. And she herself, Lillian 
Smith as a young woman, 
trusting in science and social 
welfare, without the humility 
to concede the facts of catas- 
trophe and of the brief destiny

ERHAPS the most valu- 

P atic emphasis in “The 

Journey” is one that is be- 
coming increasingly noticeable 
in writings on social work 
within the last quarter of a 
century. For a long time aft- 
er the social conscience of 
Americans was awakened, they 
pinned their hopes on “social 
action,” on changing the con- 
ditions. of poverty and depri- 
vation from which come crime 
and misery and defeat. Since 
Freud’s theories have become 
known, it is a commonplace 
that much of the deprivation 
comes not from the outside 
but from the inadequacy of 
the individual himself. 

He may be no more respon- 
sible for his insufficiency than 
he is for the defect of his sur- 
roundings, since he acquired 
it as a child, but to try to 
make him whole is equally as 
necessary as to provide a new 
deal for society.

T novels, the book you can- 
not put down, though the 
roast is burning, the baby is 
crying, and the hands of the 
clock point reproachfully to 
wee, small hours. Norah Lofts, 
author of “The Silver Nut- 
meg,” has written the story of 
a house, Merravay, built in the 
days of Queen Elizabeth, who 
once visited there. More im- 
portant, it is a swift moving 
succession of stories of the 
people who lived in Merravay, 
loved it, fought for it, felt op- 
pressed by its ghosts, or suc- 
cumbed to its charms.

There is Jonathan, 
the ill-starred apprentice, a 
frail lad who wanted to be a 
scholar, and fell in love with 
the girl who married the stal- 
wart first master of Merravay, 
There are

demned as a witch in Crom- 
well’s day; the barmaid who 
struggled to buy Merravay at 
public sale—after all her son 
was a Merravay heir — and 
founded one of the fine fami- 
lies of the neighborhood. 
There was the young couple. of 
post World War II days who 
tried to establish an inn with 
the aid of a D.P., and there 
is a properly sentimental erfa- 
ing when a young American 
discovers the house, a young 
man whose mother’s name was 
Rowhedge. 

In between episodes the 
reader is brought up to date 
with summaries, drily factual 
accounts in which the preced- 
ing generation and their 
foibles are given cold ap- 
praisal by those who follow, 
and reduced to the musty 
places reserved for dead an- 
cestors.

THE CHALLENGE OF MAN'S FU- 
TURE, by Harrison Brown, (Vi- 
king Press, $3.75.)

HIS is.the newest — and 
Tone of the best—of a tide 
of books about man’s pros- 
pects for the immediate and 
distant future. The tide start- 
ed in the ‘30s with “Deserts 
on the March” by Paul Sears, 
now of Yale's Conservation 
School. Then came Osborn’s 
“Our Plundered Planet” and 
Bill Vogt's “Road to Survival”; 
followed by Dudley Stamp’s 
“Land for Tomorrow,” de 
Castro's ‘“‘Geography of Hun- 
ger” and a host of others. 
There have also been num- 
erous Presidential, Commis- 
sions studying these problems 
and such symposia as the re- 
cent “Resources for the Fu- 
ture’ Conference sponsored by 
Ford Foundation. It is plain 
that man, in an atomic age, 
is concerned about his desti- 
nations; although whether he 
will act fast and wisely enough 
to insure his survival for any 
great period of time is open 
to question. This work by the 
brilliant young geochemist 
Harrison Brown strikes me as 
one of the best for several 
reasons, It is both humane 
and scientific in its approach. 
More important in this day of 
intense nationalisms and heat- 
ed political debate, it rises 
above these matters to start 
from basic premises. One is 
that there are actually two im- 
portant groups in today’s 
world, with a few others in 
transition, and that from their 
inherent differences arise 
many of our problems which 
seem to baffle solution. 


* * + 

RST are the industrialized 
Proeories who, through de- 
velopment of.machine tech- 
niques, use of energy and 
exploitation of resources have 
released many of their num- 
bers from cultivation of the 
land, partially stabilized their 
populations and built compara- 
tively high levels of material 
and physical well-being. In 
contrast are the agrarian peo- 
ples who live on and depend 
upon the land for subsistence. 
In these areas work is done 
by hand, often with densities 
of 100 male farm workers per 
square mile. No surplus food 
is produced and birth rates 
stay at biological maximums 
even when death rates are 
lowered by health and sani- 
tation measures. Pressure on 
food is intense and the check 
on population is slow but ac- 
tual starvation. The agrarian 
peoples constitute two-thirds 
of the world’s total. The au- 
thor points out that the spread 
of industrialization—and the 
ability of the earth to support 
its rapidly increasing popula- 
tion—depends on the supplies 
of essential raw materials, 
the fuels and other energy 
sources, the total areas of land 
and water capable of produc- 
ing foodstuffs, and the use 
we make of all these. He 
then analyzes these resources 
and shows that while we ac- 
tually have enough of them 
plus the knowledge to build 
a fairly abundant life for today 
and a considerable tomorrow,

we are misusing both at a 
rate which indicates we have 
no such worthwhile objective 
as human survival in view.

N the same way Harrison 
| Brown produces evidence to 

support his belief that un- 
controlled human reproduction 
may make it impossible for 
the agrarian areas to make an 
orderly transition to indus- 
trialism. First, if a large 
enough number of workers is 
removed from the land to pro- 
vide an adequate industrial 
labor force, food production 
wili drop disastrously and star- 
vation and chaos may result. 
Second, industrialization with 
its increased well-being is al- 
ways accompanied by a very 
sharp—though temporary — 
population rise. Third, there is 
the problem of finding enough

the industrial transition, in a 
world where these are already 
fairly well catalogued and 
shortages have already de. 
veloped. Finally, though this 
might be least important, is 
the matter of financing the 
transition. The first necessity, 
the author believes, is the 
creation of a world social cli- 
mate in which children are 
born because they are wanted 
and can be adequately cared 
for; the alternative being the 
age-old solution of the popu- 
lation problem through star- 
vation, infanticide, abortion, 
disease and pestilence. /

HERE are 
problems to solve: the 


elimination of war between 
industrialized societies which 
might destroy civilization and 
leave it, because of resource 
exhaustion, unable to rise 
again; the gradual decline 
through exhaustion to a world 
agrarian society with its tre- 
mendous sacrifice in human 
well-being; the avoidance of 
today's drift toward the totally 
organized ‘state of George Or- 
well. Yet as Harrison Brown 
points out, the very fact that 
solutions can be conceived by 
the human mind is the best 
proof that their achievement 
is humanly possible. In the 
closing sentences of the book 
he says, “At least if we try to 
create a better world there is a 
chance we will succeed. But if 
we let the present trend con- 
tinue it is all too clear we will 
lose forever those qualities of 
mind and spirit which distin- 
guish the human being from 
the automaton.”

Church to Get 


Plans Today of 
New Building 


Plans are to be presented to- 
day te the congregation of the 
St. Catherine Laboure parish by 
the Rev. Fr. Wendelin Dunker 
of a new church and school 
building proposed to be built on 
an ll-acre tract on Sappington 
road just south of Lindbergh 
boulevard. Of contemporary 


concrete in undulating pattern 
above the church proper, and 
shed-type roof with clerestary 
on the split-level school area. 

Architects Hellmuth, Yama- 
saki and Leinweber, who have 
done the designing, report that 
they “searched for a solution 
that would provide an economi- 
cal project, and yet a project 
that would incorporate interest, 
durable finishes and having con- 
veniences that would develop 
proper atmosphere for study and 
worship. This goal was even- 
tually achieved by taking full 
advantage of the sloping site, 
which permitted economies in 
plan, and by the development of 
controlled vistas into courts and 
terraces.” 

Feature of the church will be 
a unique barrel vault roof of 
thin shell concrete to span a 60- 
foot width. Undulations will add 
a decorative effect to the interior 
ceiling. Cavity brick walls will 
be used throughout and one end 
wall will be perforated with 
small square glass panels. There 
will be a sanctuary and priest 
and boys sacristy in the front. 
The nave will hold 500 persons 
and at the rear will be a bap- 
tistry, a choir space and a sound- 
proof cry room for mothers with 
infants. The church area has 
been kept as simple as possible 
for this space will become the 
school gymnasium when a larger 
church is built in the future. 

Below the church and conven- 
fent to the school will be a mul- 
tipurpose space with large glass 
areas opening onto an outdoor 
terrace which was possible be- 
cause of the sloping site. This 
area will be used for a cafeteria, 
a meeting hall and play space 
during inclement weather. 
Kitchen, public toilets, boiler 
room, and ample storage space 
are also to be located on the 
lower level. ° 

The school section to accom- 
modate approximately 450 stu- 
dents will be entered from a 
loébby common to both church 
and school. The core section 
consisting of kindergarten with 
an outdoor play court, offices, 
health room, and toilet rooms 
will be on one level. From this 
section, half-level up or down, 
will be four classrooms per 
floor. This split level arrange- 
ment not only will eliminate un- 
necessary corridors but make it 
possible for children to reach 
any classroom by going up of 
down only a few risers. All the 
upper floor classrooms will get 
bilateral lighting. from clere- 
story windows. 

Each classroom Will be approx- 
imately 30’ x 30’ in size with 
built-in sink counter, coat ward- 
robe, and teacher’s closet. The 
main glass area will be oriented 
to the south and will be pro- 
técted by an overhang calcu- 
lated to keep out the sun dur- 
ing the warm months. 

The building will be fireproof, 
of reinforced concrete frame 
with brick exterior walls. The 
interior wall will be both brick 
and masonry block. The walls 
of the corridors and toilet rooms 
will be of structural glazed 
block. There will be acoustical 
tile in all the classroom ceilings 
and asphalt tile on the floors. 
Each classroom will be heated 
and ventilated by means of unit 
ventilators with thermostat con- 
trol. The kindergarten floor will 
have radiant heat coils imbed- 
ded in the slab.

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Should Be More 
Than Collection 


By Eleanor B. McClure 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer 


A perennial bed should be 
more than a mere collection of 
long-lived plants, A good bor- 


an important contribution to the 
garden picture. 

When perennials are to be 
used for garden effect, a first 
rule is to avoid planting them 
around the foundations of the 
house. Although a foundation 
planting does not have to be 
“evergreen,” it should look rea- 
sonably well through every sea- 
son. Since -most perennials are 
dormant at least six months of 
the year, the midwinter bed is 
apt to be a bare and dismal 
patch of mud. 

Moreover, few rerennials have 
that trim and tidy form desir- 
able for a wéll-groomed founda- 
tion planting. Most kinds will 
be discontented, too, when con- 
fined close to the building, 
where light, air circulation, soil 
and drainage may all be poor. 

These winsome flowers are at 
their best (and are happier, too) 
when planted in the open, away 
from buildings. It’s desirable to 
place the beds where they form 
a vista of bloom that may be 
enjoyed from the outdoor living 
room, or from a summer porch. 

A second rule, then, is to 
make the perennial border a 
part of the over-all garden de- 
sign. Beds of varying width can 
be planted around the outer 
areas of the lawn, providing a 
frame of gay, season-long color. 
Perennials may be used to flank 
a wide path of grass, or they 
may be assigned functional 
tasks as a part of a border plant- 
ing beside the drive, or along 
the property line. 

Background Needed. 

Another important rule is to 
be sure that each bed has a 
proper background — fences, 
walls or a border planting of 
shrubs and evergreens. The 
beauty of the flowers always 
seem enhanced when they are 
displayed against a curtain of 
emerald green. Then, after the 
peak of the season has passed, 
and the bloom is gone, the 
leaves of the perennials blend 
with and become a part of the 
background planting. Used in 
this way,-even the sad winter 
appearance of the bed is a 
smaller liability. 

Sheared evergreens make one 
of the handsomest backgrounds 
for the perennial border. Clipped 
yews and heml are aristo- 
crats that are apt to resent hot 
dry summers in this area, but 
there are heat-tolerant junipers 


White pines may also be sheared 
and grown as a compact ever- 
green hedge. 

Although various .kinds of 
privets make handsome back- 
grounds, these plants have 
greedy roots that rob near-by 
flowers. Euonymus patens is an 
excellent background plant that 
can be allowed to grow natur- 
ally, or trimmed to hedge form. 
Gardeners who have the pa- 
tience to’ wait for a number of

Have Winsome 


Form Good for Arrangements 


By KENNETH BURGE 
President Illinois Gladiolus 


If you haven’t grown minia- 
ture glads you are in for a treat. 
These winsome little fellows 
have a daintiness and lightness 
of form that makes them ideal 
for arrangements in the home. 
Our smaller present-day 
homes, with breezeways and 
screened porches, cannot accom- 
modate many tall bouquets, We 
want the home arrangement to 
harmonize with the surround- 
ings in size as well as color. The 
miniature glads fill this require- 
ment. Individual florets are 


from nine to 20 florets and buds 
on each spike. In coloring they 
range from purest white to deep 
purple. In addition, they have 
the same lasting qualities and 
adaptability for cut flower ar- 
rangements as their big brothers 
used by the florists. 

Miniature glads are not new, 
but until recently they have 
been almost unknown to the

Life Companies 
Triple Holding 
Of Home Loans 


NEW YORK—The nation’s life 
insurance companies increased 


their mortgage holdings by 16 
billion dollars, or more than 
threefold, in the post-World War 
Il period from 1946 through 
1953, the Institute of Life In- 
surance reported yesterday. Thig 
money was largely used to pro- 
vide better housing for the 
American people. 


Total mortgage holdings of the 

life companies rose from $7,200,- 
000,000 at the end of 1946 to 
$23,300,000,000 at the end of 
1953, an increase of 225 per cent, 
the Institute stated. By compar- 
ison, the Institute continued, to- 
tal real estate mortgages in the 
‘United States in this period in- 
creased from $41,750,000,000 te 
approximately 100 billion dol- 
ey a rise of about 140 per 
cen 


“Thus the mortgage holdings 
of the life insurance companies 
in the post-World War II periéd 
showed a rate of growth 60 per 
cent greater than that of real 
estate mortgages as a whole,” 
the Institute said. 


Life insurance company mort- 
gage holdings on one-to-four 
family residences alone  in- 
creased fivefold in the 1946-53 
period, from $2,600,000,000 to 
} 13 billion dollars, the Institute 
| stated. As a result, the Institute 
said, the life companies held a 
fifth of all mortgages outstand- 
ing on homes of this type at the 
end of 1953, nearly double the 
comparable proportion in 1946. 


Presented In Booklet. 


The life companie$’ in addition 
hold nearly four billion dollars 
of mortgages on multi-family 
housing units, the Institute 
stated. Thus the non-farm resi- 
dential mortgages of the life in- 
surance companies add up to ap- 
proximately 17 billion dollars, 
the Institute said, or more than 
70 per cent of all funds loaned 
on mortgages by the companies, 
At the same time, farm mort- 
gage holdings of the life insur- 
ance companies have more than 
doubled in the 1946-53 period, 
rising from $800,000,000 to 
$1,900,000,000. 

These and other salient facts 
with regard to the mortgage in- 
vestments of the life insurance 
companies are presented by the 
Institute in a booklet giving the 
Statistics of the role the com- 
panies played in providing mort- 
gage funds for the home owner, 
the farmer, and the business 
man in the period from the end 
| of World War II to the present. 

“This was. the period of the 
| greatest building activity the 
| United States has ever experi- 
enced,” the Institute said, “re- 
flecting not only the shortages 
that developed during the war- 
time period itself but also the 
rapid growth of population, the 
rising level of income and sav- 
ings, and the dynamic expansion 
of the economy as a whole. 

More Homes Built. 

“More homes were built in the 
1946-53 period than in any com- 
parable period in the past. Come 
mercial and industrial construce 
tion attained record levels also. 
In addition, farmers spent more 
money than ever before to im- 
prove their own housing and to 
increase the efficiency of the 
farm plant. 

“All this brought a record de- 
mand for lendable funds, and 
the life insurance companies 
played an outstanding part in 
meeting this need. 

“Historically, mortgages have 
always represented an impor- 
tant investment outlet for the 
people’s funds accumulated be- 
hind their life insurance policies, 
and this has been even more so 
in recent years. Currently, the 
life insurance companies hold 23

HE “New Look” at Busch Stadium is mighty fine 
these spring days. The new green paint and the new 
green sod are restful to the eye, and all the fancy 
gadgets Mr. Busch & Co. have installed. add up to a modern 
er baseball plant. A place for 
the ladies and the kiddies 
to watch the current crop 
of ball players perform 
with agility and finesse. 
But there is a lot 
lacking. A lot the present 
players never knew, a lot 
the lady fans and the “jet 
age” kiddies will never 
know. Much went on at 
Grand boulevard and 
Dodier street before the 
time of powerful lights 
and night baseball, fan- 
tastic animated = score- 


SS ei boards, fancy dugouts and 
at Mi ; rest rooms meeting modern 
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=. plumbing standards. 
Looking back through 
aa the haze to our own boy- 
hood, we remember a 
Sunday afternoon. The time was 1903 and the scene was 
the squat, rundown wood grandstand of Sportsman’s Park 
now known, of course, as Busch Stadium. 

The game was between the late lamented Browns and 
the Cleveland team. Sportsman’s Park was the Browns 
park. The Cardinals of that day played in their own park, 
Robinson Field, where Beaumont High School now stands.

The occasion wag my first big league game, 

to which I had been escorted by my uncle Paul, 

an amateur baseball player and ardent fan. I 

sensed as soon as we took our seats on the hard 

wood benches that I was going to like baseball.

@ SALOONS were open on Sundays in that period, and 
many fans had stopped for refreshments on their way to 
the park. Pregame activity consisted largely of a lively 
selling and drinking of brew, and horseplay resulting from 
same. 

Women fans were a rarity in those days. Very few 
possessed the hardihood to. attend the games.. Those who 
did, and their red-faced escorts, received a raucous and 
often ribald welcome from the beer drinkers. There were 
cries of “Weuldn’t she let you out?”, and similar witticisms. 

The unfortunate escorts suffered more than the women, 
who, apparently fired with the zeal that made “suffragettes,” 
appeared determinéd fo brazen the thing through. Their 
escorts, who had no such zealous inspiration burning in 
their breasts, slunk to their seats and hoped that the un- 
welcome attention would* be transferred elsewhere.

The beer drinkers had a special weapon. It 
was a “brew bomb,” fashioned by pouring beer into 
a peaput bag, and hurriedly hurling the sopping 
,missile at an unsuspecting target some rows below. 
The splatter and foamy deluge that accompanied a 
direct hit on a new straw hat was the occasion for 
a great outburst of innocent merriment by every- 
one, except the target and his immediate neighbors.

@ THE BROWNS had a fleet-footed player named Harry 
Niles, a champion base-stealer. Among the Cleveland play- 
ers was the immortal Napoleon Lajoie, a stylist in the field 
and an excellent man with a bat. The Cleveland catcher 
was a squatty individual named “Nig” Clarke. Mr. Clarke 
was a good player, if somewhat short on the niceties now 
propounded by Emily Post. 

As the game progressed, beer continued to flow, and 
“brew bombs” to fly. Along about the fifth inning there 
was an incident resulting in conduct which would have 
been classified as a riot these days—even in Brooklyn. 
But in 1903, it was just part of Sunday afternoon at Grand 
and Dodier. 

The fleet.Mr. Niles, having gotten on base and around 
to third by means not now remembered, tried to steal home. 
He found his way blocked by the irritable Mr. Clarke, who 
thoughtfully stepped on Mr. Niles while sinking the ball 
wrist-deep into his anatomy. Flying bottles immediately 
darkened the air as threats and profanities were hurled at 
Mr. Clarke and the unfortunate umpire, who had called Mr. 


Niles out. Even the ladies in the assemblage stood up and 
with upraised arms beseeched heaven itself to take note 
of Mr. Clarke’s outrageous conduct.

It was not long before Mr. Clarke of the Cleve- 
land team received his just deserts. No mean 
batter, he whanged a ball into the outfield for a 
double. His triumph was brief. As he slid into 
second base one or more Brown infielders, bent 
on revenging the insult and injury to their Mr. 
Niles, danced a vigorous buck and wing on Mr. 
Clarke’s shins. ,

@ MR. CLARKE was not one to take such indignities lying 
down, Scrambling to his feet, goaded by the spiked shoes 
of his assailants, he began swinging his gnarled fists. Other 
Browns swarmed in for the kill. Minions of the law, wear- 
ing the pot helmets, handle-bar mustaches and long blue 
coats of their day, hurled their bulk into the fray. Shoving 
and breathing Gaelic oaths, the bluecoats broke up the 
melee, but not before the hysterical and beer-inspired spec- 
tators laid down another bottle barrage. 

The game came to an end all too soon. As the sun 
swung deep into the west and bluecoats escorted Mr. Clarke 
and his perspiring associates off the field I realized that a 
new world had opened for me. A world of marvelous Sun- 
day afternoon filled with “brew bombs,” fisticuffs and ex- 
citement. I had been converted to baseball in one exposure 
at Grand and Dodier. 


Qualified Schools Are Turning 
Them Out as Fast as Possible, 
But Trained Men Remain in Short 


Supply as More Towns and 


Cities Turn to 


Manager Plan

lege student from Rossville, 

Kan., has never yet seen 
quite so frank an advertisement, 
but he is training for the job it 
describes. Howard is learning to 
be a city manager. His class- 
room is the University City, Mo., 
city hall and his prospects could 
hardly be brighter. 


During a typical recent week, 
37 American communities were 
looking for managers and they 
were having a hard time finding 
qualified men. There were not 
only openings for beginners in 
such places as Montrose, Colo. 
($5500), but also for experienced 
men at Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. (up 
to $15,000) and Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. (13,000). And not long be- 
fore Cincinnati had filled such 
a job after advertising” for 
months, offering up t6 $35,000. 

City managers are in demand 
because cities are adopting the 
manager plan at a record rate 
as a key to efficient, economical 
local government. Last year, 87 
communities changed to it. At 
the end of 1953, 1220 commun- 
ities were run by managers. The 
list included 19 Missouri towns 
(including Kansas City, Spring- 
field, Columbia and University 
City), but it’s already out of 
date because Joplin, Ferguson, 
Webster Groves and others have 
joined the fold since. 

* * * 


HERE do cities get manag- 
W ers? Usually they hire them 

away from smaller cities. 
And where do smaller cities get 
them? Increasingly, they turn to 
young fellows such as farm- 
bred Howard McMahon. Howard, 
whose dignified demeanor and 
serious turn of mind give him 
an air of authority unusual at 
23, is learning the profession by 
mixing book study with prac- 
tical experience, much as physi- 
cians have long been trained as 
interns. 


Howard is an intern, too. He 
is a student of city management 
at Kansas University in Law- 
rence, Kan. And he’s intern-

‘Ing under Elder Gunter, the 


quiet, six-foot 3-inch city man- 
ager of University City. 


In class at Lawrence, Howard 
learned about such complexities 
as designing sewer systems. But 
how do you calm a taxpayer who 
has an unreasonable complaint? 
When should you fire a veteran 
city hall department head? Why 
must managers stay neutral 
when city councils toss away 
projects which managers con- 
sider vital? There are no books 
with clear-cut answers to such 
questions. Students like How- 
ard learn about them from ac- 
tual case histories and from ex- 
perienced managers. 


* * ¥ 


RELATIVELY new college 

course now makes this pos- 

sible, and here is how it 
works. 


Howard first heard about the 
city manager form of govern- 
ment back home at Rossville 
High School. The subject came 
up in a civics class. Howard 
learned that a manager is a 
nonpartisan * executive officer 
who runs a town according to 
policies laid down by his city 
council or commission, .some- 
what like a corporation presi- 
dent operates under a powerful 
board of directors and a highly 
articulate group of stockholders. 


To Howard, it sounded like a 
smart way to run.a town and by 
the time he went away to school 
at Geneva College, Beaver Falls, 
Pa., he was considering it as a 
career. Howard worked his way 
through school. During the sum- 
mer he taught high school Eng- 


- lish. During the school year he 


washed dishes in the college 
cafeteria, stoked a furnace and 
was a laborer in a tile factory. 
On top of that, he was a varsity 
debater and editor of the school 
paper, all of which permitted 
him to sleep from 6:30 to 11 
p.m. daily, but no longer. 


His parents didn’t want him 
to go into “politics,” but when 
he explained that a city man- 
ager is not subject to the ins 
and outs of partisan political of- 


fice they raised no further ob- 
jections to his going to K.U. 
after getting his bachelor’s de- 
gree in 1952. Many universities 
offer similar training and K.U. 
graduated its first class of city 
managers (with a* degree of 
M.P.A.—master of public admin- 
istration) only in 1950. But the 
K.U. course already is consid- 
ered among the best 


Howard found his first weeks 
at K.U. confusing. There were 
courses in municipal finance, 
personnel administration, engi- 
neering and other ingredients of 
local government, but they 
weren't being taught like most 
college courses. 


“I felt as if I was looking into 
a labyrinth with 10 roads out 
of every situation agd not one 
labeled as the best,” McMahon 
said. “And as a rule the in- 
structors wouldn’t tell you.” 


“We emphasize human rela- 
tions and use the problem meth- 
od of teaching,” said Prof. Ed- 
win O. Stene, director of the 
K.U. course, when -this corre- 
sopndent visited him at Law- 
rence. 


* * * 


S an example, Howard re- 
members this case which 
Prof. Stene presented from 
true-life histories which he col- 
lects personally from city man- 
agers throughout the Midwest: 

In a town of 10,000 
tion a man was found by 
one night in a parked car, asleep 
and apparently drunk. A rookie 
cop looked him over and threw 
him in the jail’s “drunk tank.” 
Next day it turned out that the 
“drunk” had indeed had a few 
drinks; that he was a prominent 
citizen; that he suffered a heart 
attack and died during the night 
in jail. 

What should the city manager 
do about it? Fire the rookie 
cop? Fire .the police chief? 
Yr ae one or both? Do 

othing? As in real life, there 
was no right or wrong. Mc- 
Mahon thought the case was so 
exceptional th@t precautions 
should be taken not to let any- 
thing like it happen again, but 
that nobody should be fired. 


For one school year, Howard 
tossed such problems’ around 
among his seven classmates (this 
year, the class has 10 students, 
each with a bachelor’s degree 
behind him) and heard them 
discussed at two-day seminars 
which are held every six weeks. 
At those sessions, students ques- 
tion city managers who are in- 
vited to discuss their own ex- 
periences. They also get to- 
gether with the second-year stu- 
dents who have been farmed out 
as interns to such city managers 
as Gunter in University City and 
the dean of the profession, L. P. 
Cookingham of Kansas City, Mo. 


:: < *® 


HE seminars are lively af- 

fairs. Does the Hutchinson, 

Kan., city manager think he 
mishandled firemen who de- 
manded higher wages and al- 
most went on strike? Is the new 
garbage and refuse collection 
system at Ontario, Calif., being 
efficiently organized? And what 
does a manager do about a vet- 
eran department head, say, an 
old-time police chief, who isn’t 
giving proper service? 

“If I had a police chief like 
that,” McMahon said, “I'd talk 
to him and get his ideas about 
his job. I’d put them to use 
and give him full publie credit, 
even if I had the same ideas.” 


What if that doesn’t improve 
the man? McMahon said he’d 
try to “work him out,” meaning 
that the manager would so over- 
load the chief with work that 
the chief would probably resign 
or retire on his own accord. 


By the end of his first year 
at K.U., a student like McMahon 
has a pretty clear idea of the

advantages and disadvantages 
of being a city manager. 

Item: City management is a 
young man’s field—few profes- 
sions offer advancement so fast. 
Manager Gunter at University 
City is 38; he started his pres- 
ent job four years ago at $9500 
a year and now makes $13,750. 
Bert W. Johnson, the $15,000-a- 
year manager of Evanston, IIl., 
is 39. LeRoy F. Harlow, who 
has the same income as mana- 
ger of Daytona Beach, Fla., is 
only a year older. Quite a few 


managers hit: $10,000 when 
they’re 30. 
Item: A city manager must 


be versatile. He must be friend- 
ly enough not to be stamped as 
a stuffed shirt, but not so 
friendly with individuals and 
factions to be indelibly identi- 
fied with their views and 
causes, He may have to be a 
writer like City Manager Roy 
Harbaugh of Wood River, Ill, 
(K.U. °53) who produces a chat- 
ty newspaper column about city 
affairs. And he must be pre- 
pared to make a speech of any 
desired length on any phase of

local government to the city 
council or ‘almost any civic 
group that wants to hear him. 
And he must deal like a diplo- 


.mat.with irate taxpayers. 


“We say frankly that he must 
be something of a politician,” 
Prof. Stene told me. “Not in the 
partisan sense, of course. But he 
must be sensitive to what people 
are thinking and anticipate what 
they want. He should have 5l 
per cent popular support all the 
time.” 


Item: A city manager must be 
tough. A recent national survey 
shows that some managers work 
70 hours or more a week and 
that only 39 per cent of those 
surveyed use all their vacation 
time. Bruce Love (K. U. ’52), 
city manager at Slater, Mo., re- 
cently checked what he did dur- 
ing the preceding 23 evenings 
and found he’d been away from 
home on city business every 
night except two. 


Item: A city manager must be 
mobile. Local squabbles can be 
volatile. City councils become 
badly split and others are swept 
out of office by voters. Such 
explosions cause heavy turn- 
overs, even among first-rate 
managers, and Prof. Stene says: 
“Sooner or later, most managers 
have to leave, but often they can 
feel the wind coming and leave 
ahead of it.” 


* 


HEN the pros and cons are 
W weighed, Manager-to-be Mc- 

Mahon can look at the rec- 
ord of his predecessors at K.U. 
and find solace. All but two for- 
mer interns, for whom the going 
got too rough, are either city 
managers or not far away from 
their goal. One, Lee Haworth at 
Pittsburg, Kan., even became 
acting manager while he was 
still an intern. Another, James 
Bibb, graduated from the post 
of city manager of Holton, Kan., 
to become budget director for 
Kansas. 


There have been some excel- 
lent salary increases. Robert 
Lovelace, manager at Delray 
Beach, Fla., went from $5400 
to $7200 in a year. Calvin Lakin 
‘jumped from $5500 at Norway,

Mich., to $8200 at Mexico, Mo. 
On the other hand, Newell Jen- 
kins (K.U. '52), a small town 
minister’s son, did not approve 
an offer from Maywood, IIl., at 
$8000 or more. He took the job 
at $7200. Said Maywood couldn’t 
afford to pay more just then. 


Some of the K.U. success is 
due to Prof. Stene’s careful se- 
lection of students. There are 
always more applicants for the 
course than can be accepted, 
and since interns are partly sup- 
ported by a Carnegie Founda- 
tion grant during their second 
year, it’s particularly important 
to pick men who will make the 
grade. 


“Most of all,” says the pro- 
fessor, “I look for a sincere in- 
terest in the field and a demo- 
cratic outlook, Does the man 
want to manipulate the people 
or serve them?” 


x«* * * 


ERSONALITY is a key fac- 
tor, too. Stene likes men who 
show signs of being good 
conciliators, good summarizers 
of complex situations. He likes 
men who can get a consensus of 
opinion smoothly and men who 
are tactful salesmen, not glad- 
handing back-slappers. And he 
prefers fellaws who don’t talk 
too much because many a talka- 
tive manager has talked himself 
into trouble. 


At University City’s octagonal 
city hall, Intern McMahon is 
learning at first hand that the 
city manager's life is often not 
an easy one. He has written a 
police manual and an annual re- 
port to taxpayers. He has inter- 
viewed job applicants and ad- 
ministered and graded civil 
service examinations. He has 
also done heavy duty as a lis- 
tener to that verbose and strong- 
ly opinionated species, the tax- 
payer who has been wronged or 
thinks he has been wronged. 


The other day, for example, 
he spent an hour and 15 min- 
utes with a fellow who had 
bought a house without knowing 
that he would soon get a special 


lected to mention the tax.

McMahon works five and a 


half days a week and often 
spends three nights a week at 
in-service training classes and 
official meetings. He is paid 
$183 a month by the city plus 
$75 from his Carnegie Founda- 
tion fellowship. Since he is 
single, he manages to live com- 
fortably in a $6.50-a-week fur- 
nished room. Not long ago he 

even traded in his 41 coupe for

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UCKILY, McMahon {is not a 

worrier. He has heard that 

quite a few managers have 
trouble sleeping at night after 
weekly council meetings, but he 
anticipates no such trouble. 


“T don’t worry when some- 
thing is beyond my control,” he 
says. 

Yet his grasp of the inherent 
hardships of a city manager’s 
setup is realistic and he plans, 
as soon as he finishes army 
service and starts on his first 
job, to put aside a reserve kitty 
to be used in case he ever has 
to move to another town in 
a hurry. 

“I’ve never regretted my de- 
cision to go into the field,” he 
says. “There'll be days when 
I will, I know, but there will be 
rewards, and I don’t mean the 
monetary ones.” 


City Manager Gunter, mean- 
while, is glad to have young fel- 
lows like McMahon around. He 
takes on a new intern every 
year and likes the system. He 
isn’t worried about raising too 
large a crop of potential com- 
petitors, either. 


“In order for the profession to 
grow and survive, it has to have 
good managers coming up,” he 
says. “If the profession doesn't 
train them, it won’t continue to 
grow. There have been some 
failures with the intern method, 
just as in any field, but it gen- 
erally works well. 

“When a boy first comes on 
the job, he’s generally not of 
much value because he has to 
learn to know the city, just as 
a new manager does. But after 
a while a manager gets plenty 
of work out of a boy. I consider 
it a very good investment for 
any city.”

HOWER'’s three-year associ- 

ation with Gen. Fox Connor 
in the Panama Canal Zone ended 
late in 1924 when the general 
left for Washington. Conner 
promised to use his influence to 
assure Ike the opportunity to 
qualify for the Command and 
General Staff School at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan. 


There was a year’s delay be- 
fore the coveted appointment 
came through. Part of the time 
the Eisenhowers were back at 
Camp Meade in Maryland, then 
in Fort Logan in Colorado. 


Finally, they settled down in 
Forth Leavenworth for the nine- 
month grind of study. The men 
were free of classes only on 
Saturday afternoons and Sun- 
days. Ike would come home, 
eat a quick dinner, then seclude 
himself with his books and pa- 
pers until around midnight. 


The desk-bound routine was a 
source of physical staleness, and 
so a part of their brief leisure 
was needed for outdoor exercise. 
When the weather was fine, out 
came the golf clubs and off 
went the husbands. Some wives 
played the course with their 
husbands, but most of the wom- 
en, including Mamie, disliked 
walking, particularly over open 
country. 


When he went to Leavenworth 
Ike didn’t know a brassie from 
a putter—and cared less. Mrs. 
Eisenhower does not remember 
who induced him first to try 
whacking balls down the fair- 
way, but once he got the feel of 
it the game became his princi- 
pal recreation.

S graduation day drew near 
Ate the 1926 class, student 

Officers went around either 
in a state of repressed nervous 
tension or openly a-jitter, won- 
dering what class standing their 
marks would merit. Ike was 
neither jittery nor tense. His 
marks had been consistently 
high, but he had no way of 
knowing how his over-all aver- 
age would stand in class com- 
petition. 


On the morning of the final 
day, the word traveled all over 
the post: “Eisenhower's first!” 

Ike thanked Mamie from his 
heart for all she had done, say- 
ing that he couldn't have driven 
himself during the difficult 
months of study without hér 
patient understanding and self- 
effacement, 


“I knew Ike would come out 
Number One,” says Mrs. Eisen- 
hower now. “But when he made 
it, I was so tumbled inside with 
gladness, it was days before I 
could eat properly.” 


In January, 1927, Maj. Eisen- 
hower was ordered to Washing- 
ton to the Battle Monuments 
Commission. There would be no 
living on an Army post during 
this tour. Mamie concentrated 
on locating an apartment. She 
settled on the Wyoming Apart- 
ments, on a residential avenue 
of the same name just behind 
bread Connecticut avenue—the 
“Embassy Row” of that era. An 
imposing six-story building en- 
crusted with heavy stone cor- 
nices, and with a pillared en- 
trance, the Wyoming was in the 
luxury class in everything but 
rent. There was a little park 
near by where Johnnie could 


' play. 


On Johnnie's first Easter as a 
city-dweller, he joined the crush 
of squealing children, who 
plunged and straggled over the 
White House lawn after Presi- 
dent Calvin Coolidge gave the 
starting signal for the traditional 
Easter egg hunt. Mrs. Elisen-

entered the White House 
grounds. 

Mr. and Mrs. Doud rejoined 
the Eisenhowers in 1928, on a 
sticky July day for the first 
phase of the overseas journey 
they would soon be making with 
their grandson and his parents. 
Ike had been tapped for a won- 
derful foreign assignment. He 
was to report to Paris to the 
Battle Monuments Commission 
to — work on gon yyee 
wou to nag nto a his- 
tory and guidebook of the World 
War I battlefields in France. 


x* * & 

OTHING went right for the 
N tisenhowers the first few 

months, though Mamie had 
ferreted out an inexpensive 
apartment on the left bank of 
the Seine. The plumbing was 
antiquated; there was no icebox 
in the gloomy kitchen, and the 
heat was never sufficient. But 
by Paris standards it was a su- 
perior, modern apartment, and 
had the advantage of being a 
short walk from the offices of 
the Battle Monuments Commis- 
sion. Maj. Eisenhower always 
went home for lunch. 

Mamie’s social life revolved 
within a small, tight circle of 
couples connected with the Bat- 
tle Monuments Commission and 
younger people from the Ameri- 
can Embassy. The small parties; 
the card games; the visiting 
back-and-forth pretty much 
duplicated Army post life at 
home. Living costs were high, 
pay checks low; gala nights at 
the opera or dinners at the Ritz 
never happened. None of the 
military men among their 
friends had sufficient rank to 
be on the list for important state 
dinners, balls and receptions. 

The crowd gravitated to the 
Eisenhower apartment, there to 
join Mamie around the piano in 
nostalgic songfests, A homesick 
lot, their hearts and souls went 
into the choruses of .American 
ballads and jazz. At such times, 
Ike attended to the cooking, 
sending batches of everyday 
American food steaming to the 


buffet table where every one 
helped themselves. 

Major Eisenhower was °* or- 
dered to staff duty in Washing- 
ton in October, 1929, and so the 
Paris visit came to a close. Ike 
and his family resettled them- 
selves at the Wyoming apart- 
ments in a commodious, two- 
bathroom apartment. Milton 
Eisenhower, married to pretty 
Helen Eakin whom he met 
while attending Kansas State 
College, was working at the 
Department of Agriculture and 
lived in the same section of the 
city. Mamie warmed with sis- 
terly affection toward the wife 
of her husband's favorite 
brother. 


Eisenhower's next big assign- 
ment with the Army Wash- 
ington was to study how to con- 
vert civilian factories if it 
should become necéssary to make 
a quick change to defense man- 
ufacture of military equipment 
on a large scale. The outgrowth 
of this M-Day assessment was 
the Army’s Industrial War Col- 
lege, which Maj. Eisenhower 
helped to found. 

Meanwhile the Eisenhowers 
were constantly going to formal 
and informal military parties 
where Ike would be the only 
officer present below field grade 
—an unusual state of affairs. 
Far from being self-conscious 
when entirely surrounded by 
high-ranking superiors, Ike and 
Mamie had great fun. 

Stored away these many years 
in a warehouse with other valu- 
ables is a silver tea-set of Early 
American design that was given 
piece by piece to Mrs. Eisen- 
hower by her husband. The 
pieces mark each of her birth- 
days and wedding anniversaries 
while they lived in Washington. 
Because Ike paid for the silver 
with dimes, quarters and dollars 
hoarded from weekly lunch 
and cigarette money, none 
among her possessions is more 
cherished. 

“The day Ike gave me the 
kettle I knew he really loved 


me,” says Mrs. Eisenhower with 
a twinkle. “He just about had 
to stop smoking to afford that.” 

Years later, he did_ stop 
smoking, but not for reasons of 
finance. He found that without 
tobacco he was less edgy under 
the press of his command re- 
sponsibilities. The opposite is 
true of Mrs. Eisenhower. She 
has continued to smoke mod- 
erately. Tobacco soothes her 
nerves, she says. She has never 
smoked in public places, or even 
at a large social affair. Several 
years ago she was deeply hurt 
by false rumors about her use 
of alcoholic beverages. The au- 
thor- can state positively that 
Mrs. Eisenhower consumes 
nothing but soft drinks; in fact 
she is personally straightlaced 
about strong drink but not criti- 
cal of her husband’s occasional 
highball. She would never think 
of giving a cocktail party, and 
no liquor is served at White 
House receptions. At state din- 
ners, when foreign diplomats 
are present, wine is poured. The 
international guests who are 
accustomed to wine with meals, 
would consider failure to pro- 
vide such refreshment a breach 
of official hospitality.

N 1932, Gen. Douglas Mac- 

Arthur, then Army Chief of 

Staff. had been so impressed 
with Maj. Eisenhower's reports 
and tactful relations with busi- 
ness men that he requested the 
young officer for his staff. The 
going was rocky for Gen. Mac- 
Arthur in the last year of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s administration. He 
had been ordered to break up 
the encampment of jobless 
World War I véterans around 
the Washington Monument.

AMIE EISENHOWER, put- 
M tine her intense dislike of 
all things tropical, decided to 
give Manila a trial in the fall of 
1936. In a skeptical spirit, she 
packed and placed in warehouse 
storage all the apartment fur- 
nishings. Ike had promised a 
two-room apartment in the 
Manila Hotel. The hotel sound- 
ed like a good idea. Mamie 
didn’t feel up to another siege 
of offshore housekeeping. Be- 
sides, Johnnie would be at 
boarding school, 175 miles away 
in the pine-crested Benguet 
Mountains. So why bother to 
keep house? 


Actually, Mamie was still far 
from well when she arrived in 
Manila in October. At the dock 
end of the gangplank Mamie 
paused, put her left foot for- 
ward—her left for good luck— 
and stepped onto the asphalt. 
Then came her first shock. Ike 
hurried forward and swept off 
his hat as he embraced her— 
and Ike was bald! Seeing her 
start of surprise, he explained 
ruefully that, the weather being 
what it was, he was cropping 
his hair to keep cool. With a 
horrified glance at his pate, 
Mamie retorted, “Crop—what?” 


To avoid the heat that suffo- 
cated the city except in the 
three months of balmy “winter” 
weather, Mamie rarely moved 
by day out of her hotel apart- 
ment, unless it was to be pleas- 
antly chilled in the air-condi- 
tioned public rooms on the main 
floor. At sundown, when the off- 
shore breeze drove the day’s 
humidity inland, she often drove 
= Ike to the Army and Navy 

ub. 


Of the 5000 Americans then 
living in Manila, only the very 
rich or very poor or intellectual- 
ly independent entertained Fili- 
pinos in their homes. On the 
other hand, hospitality in Filli- 
pino homes was accepted by 
even the most wary American. 
This rock-bound condescension 
toward and ostracism of Filipi- 
nos did not cease until Ameri- 
can military forces liberated the 
island from Japanese occupa- 
tion in 1945. 


Mrs. Eisenhower, as wife of 
an assistant military adviser to 
the Philippine Commonwealth 
government, was in the fortu- 
nate position of being able to 
ignore the dubious code that 
civilian Americans thought right 
and proper with regard to 
Filipinos. If her health had 
been normal and she had been 
living in a house instead of a 
two-room apartment at the 
Manila Hotel, she would have 
had many gatherings for Fili- 

ino and American friends, Liv- 
ng in semi-retirement, she 
sometimes taxed her strength 
to give bridge and mah-jong 
teas. : 
Ike stuck to bridge and poker, 
sometimes sitting in on the 
stag poker sessions President 
Quezon gave at Malacanan. .

Now she heads for the United 
States Senate, and her friends 
say she will make a success of 
her job there, too. But she 
doesn’t expect to make much of 
a noise, particularly during the 
early weeks. “After all,” she re- 
marked, using a philosophy she’s 
developed after many years of 
ranching, “I’m going to have to 
ride the fence awhile until I 
find where the gates are.” 


She spent a sleepless night in 
her Bar 99 ranch, 13,000 acres 
of sand hills country 315 miles 
northwest of Omaha, after the 
Governor of Nebraska asked her 
to take over as interim appoin- 
tee to the seat of the late Sen- 
ator Dwight Griswold last week. 


At 3 a.m. she made her de- 
cision; she didn’t want to go to 
Washington. It would mean 
giving up range-riding and all 
the other jobs she loves to do 
herself, in blizzard or scorching 
summer heat, supervising the 
handling of her 1200 head of 
cattle. 


“What would I be doing 
there,” she reasoned, “—me 
without a vermin cape to my 
name?” 


At 4 a. m. she rose, realizing 
that she must advise Governor 
Crosby promptly. “I knew my 
answer to him was no,” she says, 
“but I asked myself: ‘For Pete's 
sake, what time do Governors 
get up’?” 

When she finally called him at 
breakfast time, he persuaded her 
to fly to Lincoln later that 
morning and discuss it with him. 
Mrs. Bowring, who is a twice- 
wed grandmother and has a soft 
heart, said she would. But she 
hoped he “wouldn’t think my 
accepting the idea of this meet- 
ing was an indication of weak- 
ness.”

Governor Crosby, who appar- 
ently has something of the 
charm of the Hollywood Cros- 
bys, took her into private con- 
ference, and Mrs. Bowring, 
rancher, soon emerged as Mrs.

“Well,” she explained in her 
hearty voice, “I’ve always told 
people ‘When a job is offered 
to yoy, take it’.”. She could 
hardly reverse her policy now. 

Mrs. Bowring knows much 
about Nebraska state politics be- 
cause she has been vice chair- 
man of the Nebraska Republican 
central committee since "46, was 
the first woman to serve as a 
county chairman in her state and 
was a staunch backer of Mr. 
Eisenhower in the 1952 elections. 


She has attended two national 
party conventions. 

Her interest in politics came 
from her second husband, for 
many years a county commis- 
sioner and a state legislator. © 

She has been canny in her 
political dealings—sas canny as 
she has been in the efficient 
management of her ranch with 
its herd of fine cattle.

H ings go on view today at City 
Art Museum, is a fascinat- 
ing eighteenth-century artist and 
writer with more to say to the 
general public of our time than 
to that of his own.

SPENT BY U.S. IN 
BONN SINGE WAR 


‘Russians Have Milked 
-East Germany of 13 
Billion, Official Tally 
Shows. 


BONN, Germany, Apfil 24 
(AP)—The United States has 
poured more than $3,500,000,000 
into West Germany since the 
war while the Russians have 
milked the East Germans of 
more than 13 billion. 


This is the latest, official West- 
ern tally of Germany’s gains and 
losses during nine years of occu- 
pation by the victors of World 
War Il. 


From 1945 to now, American 
taxpayers have paid an average 
of $62 for every West German. 
In the same period, Russian 
'seizures and reparations amount 
‘to $720 from each of the East 
| Germans living under Soviet oc- 
'cupation rule. 


America has sent food and raw 
materials, fodder for animals 
and fertilizer, machinery and 
crude oil, transport equipment 
and scientific instruments—and 
hundreds of other items needed 
to make Germany a going con- 
cern again. 


| Whole Industries Seized. 


| The Russians have taken away 
whole industries, great stores of 
agricultural products, transport 
equipment, priceless art, scien- 
tific laboratories and uranium 
ore. 


The West German govern- 
‘ment says that 45 per cent of 
the industrial capacity of East 
Germany has been dismantled 
by the Russians in nine years. 
In West Germany, 8 per cent of 
industrial capacity was disman- 
tled before the Western powers 
called a halt in 1951. 


The pattern of America put- 
ting money into the Western 
half of divided Germany while 
the Russians exploit the eastern 
half—recently made a ful- 
fledged satellite—is expected to 
continue indefinitely, especially 
if the West Germans rearm as 
planned.

There has been serious deteri- 
oration of the winter wheat crop 
because of drouth and dust 
blowing. Despite this, the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture estimated April 1 
that the crop would total 146,- 
700,000 bushels in 1954. 

This is more than twice the 
production in-the dismal years 
of 1933 and 1935 when the pro- 
duction was 66,800,000 bushels 
and 63,900,000 bushels, respec- 
tively. 

By contrast, Baca county, 
Colo., which had no bumper 
wheat crop until 1947, when 12.- 
000,000 bushels were harvested, 
will have scarcely half that 
amount this year. Conditions in 
the southeastern part of Colo- 
rado are considered worse than 
in the 30s. Paul W. Swicher, 
Colorado agriculture commis- 
sioner, estimated the loss at 
$16,000,000 in that area already.

In contrast, the Soviet Union 
is still bleeding East Germany 
and will continue to do so even 
though the Russians have de- 
clared it “autonomous,” Allied 
and German officials report. 
However, the bleeding began 
easing up when the reparations 
strain threatened to wreck the 
shaky East German economy 
last year. Thirty-three major 
industrial plants were returned 
to the East German government 
last December and the Russians 
promised to turn back 30 others 
soon. ; 
American pump-priming is 
one of the_main reasons for the 
“wonder” recovery of West Ger- 
many—and many West Germans 
recognize this. 

Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s 
government says: 

“Never before in history has 
a vanquished nation received 
from the victor assistance so ef- 
fective and free from prejudice 
as that given to the German 
people in these fateful years. 
“Millions of Germans would 
have been exposed to the im- 
mediate threat of starvation. No 
other country participating in 
Marshall plan aid has better 
cause than the (West German) 
Federal Republic to remember 
forever the financial aid of the 
United States.” 

Even before America moved 
to shore up the old world 
through the Marshall plan in 
1948, United Statgs taxpayers 
had spent $2,200,000,000 to help 
wed the Germans. back on their 
eet. 

Direct Assistance Funds. 

This emergency relief be- 
tween 1945 and 1948 was from 
GARIOA (Government and Re- 
lief in Occupied Areas) funds. 
These funds, voted by Congress 
for direct assistance to the Ger- 
man people, were administered 
first by military authorities and 
then by the United States High 
Commissioner’s office. 

It was GARIOA money that 
saved the West German popula- 
tion from starvation in the first 
critical years after the war. In 
1945 and 1946, with German 
farm production paralyzed and 
food stocks exhausted, the Unit- 
ed States spent $195,000,000 to 
bring in foodstuffs for the civil- 
ian population. 

In the year before the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program (Mar- 
shall plan), began, GARIOA aid 
totaled $624,000,000 and _ in- 
cluded purchases of raw mate- 
rials to get industry operating 
again. 

In 1948 the United States set 
out under the Marshall plan to 
restore West Germany’s indus- 
trial vitality. To date the Ger- 
mans had received more than 
$1,335,000,000 through the Mar- 
shall plan and its successor or- 
ganizations, the Mutual Secur- 
ity Agency and the present For- 
eign Operations Adiministration.

ACCIDENT-TENDENCY 
OF DRIVERS STUDD 


Psychologists Develop- 
ing Tests to Weed Out 
Safety Risks. 


DETROIT, April 24 (AP) — 
Your emotional stability and be- 
havior characteristics some day 
may be tested before you are 
given a driver's license. 

Insurance company psychol- 
ogists are concerning themselves 
with these factors in trying to 
determine whether human or 
mechanical failures cause most 
highway accidents. 

These experts say studies al- 
ready show there are accident- 
free and accident-prone indi- 
viduals. The accident - prone, 
they_say, should be weeded out 
before they have accidents. 

The psychologists wouldn't 
wait until a driver has had a 
series of traffic accidents. They 
propose to develop a battery 
of instruments that will register 
emotional and behavior charac- 
teristics. 

Studies have been made by 
Dr, W. A. Eggert, chief psychol- 
ogist for the Kemper group of 
insurance companies, and A. H. 
Malo, of the Lumbermen’s Mu- 
tual Casualty Co. 

Studying commercial drivers 
employed by 140 different com- 
panies, they found 12.8 per cent 
of the drivers had 60.5 per cent 
of the accidents. Among com- 
mon characteristics uncovered 
were a lack of responsibilities 
toward their families, a _ ten- 
dency to drink excessively, to 
rebel against authority, loss of 
temper and a desire to teach 
other drivers a lesson. 

Other authorities on highway 
safety say regardless of what 
measures are taken to improve 
roads and parking facilities and 
build safety into motor vehicles, 
there must be safety training 
for the man behind the wheel. 

This, they say, is a matter of 
“safety thinking and awareness” 
requiring constant training for 
even the most experienced 
wr egg 

C. Howe of Birmingha 
Mich., who has had quasldanebis 
success developing safety pro- 
cedures in industrial plants, 
says the totally accident -free 
highway can be attained. But to 
get it, he says, “safe driving 
must be thoroughly and con- 
structiveiy sold at the most im- 
portant point of contact, that is, 
on the highway where the driver 
is behind the wheel going some- 
where.” 

Safety training, Howe adds, 
must incorporate widespread 
and efficient instruction as now 
conducted by many public 
schools, automobile clubs, auto- 
mobile dealers and other driver 
training agencies. 

He recommends “positive safe- 
ty thinking“ and ,“safety-selling 
installations” on the highways. 
First, however, he says, sta- 
tistical records for designated 
stretches of highway in test 
areas should be compiled for 
the purpose of study. “With 
these in hand,” he adds, “safety 
improvement can be accurately 
gauged.” 

The tests, preferably on 20- 
mile strips carrying fairly heavy 
traffic, should be instituted by 
local, state and federal govern- 
ments, “or suitable foundations 
in the interest of deathless 
highways,” Howe says.

Just what is the N.T.S.? 

It first broke into the news 
when West Berlin police said one 
of its leaders, Dr. Alexander 
Truchnovich, was beaten into un- 
consciousness and kidnaped by 
Soviet secr@t service agents. 

A United States spokesman in 
Bonn, Germany, said Thursday 
three Soviet agents assigned to 


‘murder George Okolovich, an- 


other N.T.S. official, had given | 
themselves up to American au-. 
thorities. : | 

I spent three weeks in the fall | 
of 1951 talking to N.T.S. offi-' 
cials on the United States west | 
coast. Some had escaped from | 
the Soviet Union during and 
after World War II. All were en- 
gaged in a silent war to under- 
mine Communism in Russia. 

Resistance Group. | 

The N.T.S. is a little-known | 
Russian resistance group work- 
ing inside and outside the Iron) 
Curtain. Its official title, loosely | 
translatedg from the Russian, | 
means National Alliance of Rus- | 
sian Solidarists. 

The Solidarists—as they pre-, 
fer to call themselves—were or- 
ganized in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, 
24 years ago by a small group 
of fugitive Russian student phi- 
losophers and economists. 

Since then, they told me, their 
agents have spread into every 
big city in Russia and have in- 
filtrated the army, the Commu- 
nist party and the secret police. 

When I talked to them the 
Solidarists were seeking recog- 
nition and support in the United 
States. The Kremlih’s actions 
this week indicate they have 
won recognition at least in the 
Soviet Union. 

Objective of N.T.S. 

Their leaders said the objec- 
tive of the N.T.S. was the even- 
tual overthrow of the Soviet re- 


gime from inside Russia. 

“But first,” one official told 
me, “we must tear down the 
wall of lies in Russia and break 
down the Russian fear of the se- 
cret police. The Soviet’s main 
weapons are fear and lies. Break 
that down and then we can think 
of revolt, but not before.” 

How have the Solidarists been 
going about this job? 

“The Russian people have a 
tremendous sense of humor,” 
this official, who asked anonym- 
ity, explained. “We play on that 
by making fools of Communist 
party officials and Soviet secret 
service agents. The Russians, 
who live in dread of them, en- 
joy a joke at their expense.” 

Their agents distribute anti- 
Communist leaflets and newspa- 
pers in Soviet-occupied Ger- 
many and in Russia. They op- 
erate a mobile radio station 
which roams the borders of East 
Germany. And they claim they 
run a mobile printing plant 
which keeps one jump ahead of 
the secret police “somewhere in 
Russia.” 

Their Radio Free Russia, 
broadcasting on the same wave 
length as the Red radio in oc- 
cupied Germany, nettles Com- 
munist propaganda broadcasters 
who back and weave with every 
change in the party line, by in- 
terrupting with cracks like: 
“But this isn’t what you were 
saying seven weeks ago.”

$1,626,112,000 NET INCOME

St. Louisans will earn $1,626,- 
112,000 in spendable or net in- 
come this year, estimates of 
Standard Rate and Data Service 
showed yesterday. The estimate 
represents an average of $5802 
for each household, which is 11

The release disclosed the city’s 
current population to be 896,500 
persons who live in 280,270 
households. Population of the 
county was shown at 1,365,100 
or an 8 per cent increase since 
1950, whereas the city’s increase 
was 5 per cent.

$4000 to $5999 and 51,150 have

The decision must be made | 
in connection with next year’s | 
wheat program, details of which | 
must be announced by July 1. | 
Growers will vote in July on’! 
the question of continuing rigid 
marketing quotas imposed on | 
this year’s crop because of an | 
enormous surplus. | 


Similar quotas are in effect 
this year on cotton, peanuts and | 
major types of tobacco. Less | 
restrictive acreage planting al- | 
lotments are in effect for corn, | 
also because of big supplies. 


Stiff Penalties. | 


It is not too difficult to hold | 
down production of wheat and | 
the other crops by use of mar- | 
keting quotas, under which stiff | 
cash penalties are imposed for | 
non-compliance, | 

But there is nothing in this | 
year’s farm program to prevent | 
farmers from taking land out of | 
surplus crops and using it to | 
create surpluses of other crops, | 
such as oats, barley, flaxseed, 
soybeans, dry beans, grain sor- 
ghums and vegetable crops. | 

So. Benson faces the question | 
whether he should set up re- | 
strictions clear across the board | 
to keep land diverted from sur- 
plus crops from being planted | 
to other crops instead of being 
put to grass or soil conservation 
uses. 

Specific proposals being ad- 
vanced by department aids to 
limit over-all farm production | 
include (1) acreage — al- 
lotments for most all crops, and 
(2) regulations requiring a farm- 
er to comply with allotments for | 
all crops in order to be eligible 
for price supports on any one 


op. 
Shift to Other Crops. 
Under this year’s program, a | 
wheat farmer who, for example, 
was required to cut his wheat | 
planting from 100 to 80 acres | 


—— 


‘ could use the 20 acres to grow | 


any number of crops, including 
corn, sorghums, oats, flaxseed or 
soybeans. 

No matter what use he made 
of the land taken out of wheat, | 
he would be elibigle for price 
supports for wheat, averaging 
about $2.21 a bushel nationally. 
A cotton, peanut or tobacco | 
farmer could do likewise. | 

This year’s farm program 
sought to divert 25,000,000 acres | 
of land from wheat, cotton, corn 
and peanuts into non-cash crops. 
Planting surveys, however, in- | 
dicate virtual complete failure. | 

The prospective corn acreage, | 
for instance, is $1,037,000 acres 
instead of the approximate 71,- | 
00,000 sought under the farm | 
plan. | 
Increases of 3,000,000 acres | 
are indicated for oats, 4,500,000 
for barley, 4,000,000 for sor- | 
ghums, 2,000,000 for soybeans, 
800,000 for flaxseed, 200,000 for | 
dry beans, and more than 1,000,- | 
000 for other cash crops. | 

Spreading Surpluses. 

In other words, the 25,000,000 | 
acres Which the department | 
sought to have taken out of the 
cultivation of cash crops will be 
used to grow them again this 
year. Unless ‘drouth should af- 
fect production seriously, the 
surplus problem which now is | 
largely limited to wheat, cotton, | 
corn and flaxseed could be = | 
tended to other grains, soybeans 
and possibly dry beans. 

It is because of this prospect | 
that department officials are 
suggesting a system of ‘“cross- 
compliance” for price supports. 
Under such a system—never be- 
fore used—it would not be 
enough for a farmer to plant 
within his allotments for corn, 
cotton, wheat or other crops to 
be eligible for price supports on 
these crops. 

If the farmer exceeded his 
allotment on any one crop, or 
failed to divert a specified per- 
centage of his crop land to non- 
crop use, he would be ineligible 
for pricé support on any crops,

Celebrating the Centennial of the 
Louisiana Purchase, the Exposition 
Covered 1200 Acres in Forest Park 
And the County, Cost $50,000,000, 
Attracted Many Millions of People

HE ST. LOUIS WORLD'S FAIR, which opened on 
April 30, 1904, significantly commemorated the 
Louisiana Purchase of a yt before and 

was in itself a thing of beauty. It had its brief day 
and passed away, but it lived on in the memories 
of the millions from all over the world who saw it, 
a gleaming white city by day and a white-lighted 
fairyland by night. 

The St. Louis World's Fair had come into being 
because men had dreamed it and had wrought it 
into reality. 

There had been need for such a commemora- 
tion because the acquisition of an empire from 
France on April 30, 1803, in the administration of 
President Jefferson, had been marked by no cere- 
mony except the lowering at New Orleans of the 
Flag of France and the hoisting of the Stars and 
Stripes. Nothing but the fluttering of the two flags 
had proclaimed the purchase of the vast region that 
ranged from the Mississippi to the Rockies and from 
Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, now all or part of 13 
states, at an ultimate cost of $27,267,622 or 4 cents 
an acre. 

As the centennial of that tremendous transac- 
tion approached there was born in the minds of 
men a conviction that it was time for a celebration. 
It was in time settled that the celebration wauld be 
in the form of a world’s fair, that it would be called 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and that it would 
be held in St. Louis. For its site the west half of 
Forest Park and the adjacent fringe of St. Louis 
County was chosen. By the skills of men a vast 
transformation was brought about. White palaces 
of art and industry arose. Nations and states 
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The Shoot the Chutes where a boat “with its merry, 
shouting load, dashes out,across the lake” was a 
popular Pike amusement. Among other Pike con- 
cessions long remembered by fairgoers were the 
Tyrolean Alps, Irish Village, Hale's Fire Fighters, 
the Batfle of Santiago and the Galveston Flood. 


erected their own buildings. There were lagoons 
and cascades, a reservation for tribes from the 
Philippines, a field where the Boer War was fought 
again. Jerusalem was rebuilt, and of course there 
had to be the Pike for gg? extending along the 
north border where now is Lindell boulevard. 

It was such a tremendous undertaking that it 
could not be finished as planned to be opened on 
the anniversary year of 1903 and the opening had 
to be postponed to 1904. 

For seven months the millions came and mar- 
veled at the miracle of a fair which, for pure beauty, 
cultural and educational significance had not been 
surpassed. The turnstiles clicked 19,694,855 times. 
The millions sorrowed too because the fair was 
something that would not endure. It was not un- 
like a mirage that would fade away. Only the 
memory of it would remain, a continuing conscious- 
ness of its significance and unforgettable heauty. 

It had to come to an end. On the last night, 
December 1, 1904, this reporter came upon the di- 
rectors who had created and guided the great en- 
terprise. They were seated on a long bench on the. 
Plaza waiting for it to die. They were silent and 
sorro . At the stroke of midnight the lights went 
out. e men sighed and went silently and sor- 
rowfully away. 

Now, 50 years after, all that remain of the St. 
Louis World’s Fair are such reminders as Wash- 
ington University's 
Museum, the bird cage and the oons. 
are not needed to bring back the te City that 
was dreamed by men with a purpose and wrought 
into reality by their fidelity to that purpose.

JAPANESE HAVE a penchant for simplicity which is 
as much exemplified in their cooking as in their other 
arts.

Its agent gey J flavor is accom rome without the use 
of rich fats, and it is a very a le dish in any season. 
Kazuhei Tsukada, owner of Miyako Restaurant in New York 
City, prepares Sukiyaki in true Japanese fashion, at the table. 
Tsukada first greases the pan lightly by melting a cube 

of suet which he then discards. He next puts in the sliced 
onions and celery, spinach, spring onions and scallions, and 
cooks them for about three minutes, tossing them all the 
while. Shoyu sauce—enough to cover bottom of pan—is 
poured over vegetables (sauce is made of one-half cup each 
of chicken stock and sho o7e and two teaspoons sugar). The 
other seasonings are added 

Cubes of tofu, sliced mushrooms and bamboo shoots are 
added, and contents of pan are simmered over medium heat 
for a few minutes. The slices of beef are placed on top and 

ed about one minute, then are mixed with the vegeta- 
bles just before serving. Total cooking time is about 10 min- 
utes; overcooking is to be avoided if a true Japanese dish 
is desired. Dry, fluffy boiled rice is served on the side to be 
combined with the Sukiyaki at the table. Hot tea is a must 
with this dish as well as the delicate rice cakes which are the 
inevitable finale.

UST A YEAR AGO a pretty, 21-year-old Italian girl named 
Wilma Montesi was found dead on the beach at Ostia, the 
Coney Island of Rome. An autopsy disclosed water in her 

lungs, and police, deciding death was accidental, closed the 
case. 

The matter was forgotten until a small magazine edited 
in Rome by 25-year-old Silvano Muto published a sensational 
story last fall about Wilma Montesi’s death. It charged 
that she had gotten an overdose of drugs at a high society 
narcotics orgy at an exclusive club outside of Rome and that 
she had been left on the beach to drown when the tide came in. 

Muto was arrested and charged under an old Fascist law 
with spreading “false and alarming reports.’ His trial opened 
last month but quickly adjourned after he identified two girls, 
Anna Maria Caglio and Andriana Brisaccia, as sources of 
information. Police reopened their investigation of the case 
only to sustain their original verdict. 

When Muto’s trial resumed, Signorina Caglio, in six hours 
of testimony, linked important names with the Montesi affair. 
She named as the party giver her ex-paramour Marchese Ugo 
Montagna, well-known Italian industrialist, and implied he 
and Pierro Piccioni, son of Italy's Foreign Minister, had asked 
National Chief of Police Tommaso Pavone to hush up the case. 
Then an old police report came to light; it pictured Montagna 
as an ex-spy for the German Nazis and host at immoral parties 
for Fascist secret police. 

Communists and left-wing Socialists seized on the scandal 
to threaten the new coalition cabinet of Premier Mario Scelba. 
To save his government, Scelba accepted the resignation of 
Police Chief Pavone, pocketed the tendered resignation of 
Foreign Minister Piccioni, ordered a cabinet-level investigation 
of the whole Montesi affair. Meanwhile, Muto’s trial was 
again adjourned.

HAT DO TODAYS teenagers want to 
know? Here are some questions they 
ask. Answers were obtained tor PA- 
RADE by Theodore Granik, difector of 
NBC's “Youth Wants to Know.” 
® Question: “If 1 can make more moncy in 
the city than I can on the farm, what are 
the advantages of owning 4 farm?” 
® Answer, by Ezra Taft Benson, Secretary 
of Agriculture: 

“There isn't any doubt that 
opportunities for many people 
for making money are greater 
in the city. Last year, the aver- 
age per capita income of farm 
people was $882, as compared 
with $1,898 for the rest of our 
TAFT BENSON population. 

“That so many million 
Americans prefer to continue living on farms 
would indicate there are other rewards in 
rural life which outweigh monetary consid- 
erations. Many of America’s outstanding citi- 
zens have spent their formative years in rural 
surroundings. Farms offer the opportunity 
for a family to work together. It can be an 
invigorating, healthful way of life. 

“The outlook for agriculture is bright. Our 
population is expanding at an unprecedented 
rate. In the years ahead we must have greatly 
increased production of food and fiber to 
meet the needs of our people. I heartily rec- 
ommend a farming career to young men and 
women who are prepared to work and to ac- 
cept at least a part of their reward in the 
form of more home life, personal independ- 
ence and spiritual satisfaction.” 
® Question: “How serious is teen-age dope 
addiction?” 

@ Answer, by Harry J. Anslinger, Bureau of 
Narcotics, Treasury Department: 

“Out of 350,000 cases of juvenile delin- 

quency brought before the courts in 1951, 
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between one ahd two per cent were narcotic 
offenses. Youthful addiction has not occured 
generally throughout the country but ts con- 
fined mostly to certain segments of the popu- 
lation and to certain neighborhoods in some 
large cities. We have positive proof of a de- 
crease in the availability of drugs and a conse- 
quent drop in addiction of youths under 21.” 
® Question: “What is the outlook for draft 
calls?” 

@ Answer, by General Lewis B. Hershey, Di- 
rector of Selective Service: 

“It is impossible to predict what draft calls 
might be six months from now, because the 
Department of Defense gives Selective Serv- 
ice only 60 days advance notice of the num- 
ber of men they will require in any given 
month. If we are going to maintain an armed 
force of three million men indefinitely, as 
some Defense spokesmen have said, then it 
seems certain the draft will continue for some 
time. Our nation has never been able to 
maintain an armed force of much more 
than 142 million through volunteer means. 
It seems obvious that an armed force of 
double that size will require monthly draft 
calls.” 
® Question: “How can I break into show 
business?” 
® Answer, by Eddie Fisher, 
RCA recording star. 

“Perform at any opportu- 
nity you get.

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A Tornado Can Hurt 


Children’s Minds

WORCESTER, Mass. 
FOUR-YEAR-OLD boy afraid to go out- 
side and play. 

A 10-year-old who started wetting 
his bed—something he hadn't done 
in years. 

A five-year-old who insisted on sleeping in 
a chair, not in his bed. 

Queer behavior? Not at all, say doctors. 

These youngsters all live in cities smashed 
by tornadoes. Two of these cases are from 
Worcester. One ts from Flint, Mich. 


FROM 1916 THROUGH 1953, there was an 
annual average of 116 tornadoes in the U. S. 
In 1953, however, there were 540, a new 
single year record. Many tornadoes hit un- 
inhabited areas (deserts, farmland, forests). 

But last year, many smashed cities. Flint 
had the biggest death toll, 116. Waco, Tex., 
was second with 114 fatalities. Last month’s 
Macon, Ga., tornado killed eight. 

The Worcester tornado caused the most 
property damage, over $52,000,000. 

U. S. Weather Bureau experts report: the 
“tornado season” typically is March, April 
and May (with May the high month). Torna- 
does have struck every state in the U.S. 


Are such cases rare? Doctors are beginning 
to wonder. Last year, there were 540 torna- 
does recorded in the U. S., an all-time high. 
Dozens of cities were hit. Tens of thousands 
of lives were affected. 

Just last month, Macon, Ga., and nearby 
cities were belted by a twister. 

In communities like Macon, Worcester and 
Flint, you can count the dead and see the 
destruction. But there’s one subtle effect of 
a tornado that’s harder to measure—the effect 
on children’s minds. 
>» Said Dr. Joseph Weinreb, director of the 
Worcester Youth Guidance Center (a Com- 
munity Chest agency): 

Since the Worcester tornado (last June), 
there have been significant emotional reac- 
tions on the part of “hundreds of youngsters.” 
Some are still disturbed—even today. 

Among youngsters—and adults—there was 
what could be called “tornado anxiety” in 
Flint, according to Dr. Paul H. Jordan, direc- 
tor, Flint Child Guidance Clinic. 

Anyone having undergone a terrifying ex- 
perience (such as a tornado) will feel anxious 
for a time, says Charles Wax, clinical psy- 
chologist and director, Child Guidance 
Clinic, Macon-Bibb County Health Dept. 


> 
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Authorities agree on this important point: if a child comes 
from a secure home, is happy, well-adjusted and is with his 
parents when a tornado hits, he is not likely to suffer damaging 
emotional upset. 

If, however, he had serious emotional problems before the 
tornado and was not “protected” by his parents during the 
storm, he may become emotionally sick. 

Besides fear, here’s what doctors in Worcester observed 
among youngsters shortly after the tornado: 

Some were confused and had crying jags, others complained 
of stomach aches (caused by their emotional unrest), others 
vomited and still other groups misbehaved. They became over- 
uggressive. 

Dr. Weinreb breaks it down, generally, this way: » 

Children three years old and younger came through the 
tornado without emotional damage if they were with their 
mothers during the twister—and if the mother didn’t panic 
and lose her head. 

In the three-to-seven age group, some youngsters became 
genuinely disturbed. In this age group, children have “fantasy 
lives” apart from their real lives. They can actually imagine 
that they “caused” the storm. (The boy previously mentioned 
who refused to sleep in bed wasgn bed during the storm in 
Flint. He apparently felt that if he went to bed, a tornado 
would come again.) 


Advice to Parents 


HE THREE-TO-SEVEN group is perhaps the most vulner- 
Pate to a terrifying situation like a tornado. 

Children between seven and 12 tend to imitate their 
parents. If the parents went to pieces, youngsters in this age 
group would probably behave abnormally, too. 

In the 12 to 15 age group, children’s reactions to the tornado 
can be different. Some of these youngsters may associate the 
tornado with growing up. So they decide not to grow up. They 
revert to childlike behavior. A few 12- and 13-year-olds 
Started acting like seven-year-olds after the Worcester tornado. 

What can parents do after a tornado (or other sudden 
catastrophe) to help their youngsters through the trying period 
of readjustment? 

An outline to guide parents, published by the Worcester 
Youth Guidance Center, points out: 

} —Be frank and honest in explaining the storm. If you are 
temporarily shaken, don’t be afraid to show it before the child. 

92—But emphasize that you have the capacity to recover 
from the storm and re-establish what you had before. Em- 
phasize reality in overcoming adversity. Use reason to destroy 
childhood. fantasy. 

3—Don’t get impatient when a child shows fear. Reassure 
him often when the danger is over. If ‘the child has night- 
mares, be patient in reassuring him that the family is safe. 

4-—If the child’s nightmares and fears persist, seek the 
advice of a child care expert in the community. _ s

The evangelist’s wife tells about... 


Like other couples, the Grahams have their arguments. But they laugh about them 


WHEN AMERICA'S strapping, fast-talking evange- 
list, Billy Graham, arrived in London last month to 
start a three-month preaching mission, he was ex- 
pected to create a sensation. He did. 

But Londoners have found a tall, beautiful, styl- 
ishly groomed woman, who sits quietly in a shadowy 
corner of the areno where Billy preaches, almost 
equally interesting. She is Mrs. Billy Graham. 

Ruth Graham is as unknown to most Americans as 
she was to the British. Because she is busy at home 
with the four Graham children, she seldom accom- 
panies her husand on his extensive tours. 

So the story of what it's like to be married to the 
most famous preacher of a generation has never 
been told before.

LONDON. 
66 HERE'S NOTHING glamorous about us. Being 
married to Billy is not like being married to 
a movie star although I suppose he gets as 
much publicity as some of them. 

“We have practically no privacy at all. In the sum- 
mer time people gather around our little house and 
press their noses against the windows and stare at us 
and the children." 

“It's very bad for the children, I think, to get so 
much attention. We hope to rectify this by building a

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house soon on a mountain top near our present home 
in Montreat, North Carolina. 

“I believe, though, this lack of privacy wouldn't be 
worth bearing just for business or politics.” 

Those words are about as much as you will ever 
hear in the way of complaining from Ruth Graham, 
the attractive, young wife of evangelist Billy Graham. 

Slender, with curly brown hair and sparkling eyes, 
Mrs. Graham was a surprise to the British. She is not 
at all like her counterpart here—the kindly, but 
usually dowdy, vicar’s wife. And her story is as fas- 
cinating as her appearance. 

“Frankly, I can’t imagine being married to any- 
body but Billy,” she says with a delicate drawl. “There 
was never anyone for me but Bill.” 

Ruth knows other wives have a more routine life. 
She doesn’t envy them. “My own life has been so full 
and so rich, I couldn't hope for anything more,” she 
says happily. 

“And anyway, I think we have been spared the 
monotony of married life. Billy is away a good deal, 
and, if | could choose one thing to change about my 
life, it would be to have my husband home more often. 
The times we do spend together, though, are unusually 
happy.” 

Like most married couples, the Grahams have their 
arguments. They don’t always see eye to eye on little 
things, although they are in complete accord on major 
matters. 

“Some very wise person told me at the beginning 
of our marriage that when two people agree on every- 
thing, one of them is unnecessary,” Ruth says. 

“You've got to keep your sense of humor in mar- 
riage. You can get a lot of fun out of disagreeing you 
know, if you remember nor to take things too seri- 
ously. 

“We met on the campus of Wheaton College, a small 
liberal arts college, near Chicago. We were both 
sophomores. I was majoring in Bible and Billy in 
anthropology. What I had planned to do was return to 
China as a missionary but then Billy came along and 
that was that.” 

Ruth Graham was born 33 years ago on an island 
in the Grand Canal about 100 miles from Shanghai. 
Her parents were medical missionaries. 

“We had a wonderful childhood, my brothers and 
sisters and I. Our parents always tried to make it up 
to us for not being able to grow up in our country. 
I don't know why. I'm so very grateful for the child- 
hood experiences I had in China and Korea.” 

With her older sister, she attended high school in 
Pyongyang, North Korea. 

“I’ve just heard that my younger sister, Virginia, 
who is a nurse, and her husband John Sommerville, a 


missionary, have arrived in Korea,” she says. 

One brother died, but the other is now studying for 
the ministry. 

“Now that I am married to a preacher, I suppose 
| am using my parents’ life as a pattern for my own.” 
she says. “I've certainly learned a lot from my mother 
on how to rear a family.” 

The family is three girls, Virginia (Gee Gee), 8, 
Anne, 6, Ruth, 3, and one boy, William Franklin, Ill, 
21 months. “But we call him Franklin,” Ruth says. 
* “Little Billy’ would be just too much.” 

While the Grahams barnstorm around Britain and 
the Continent, the children are being cared for by 
Ruth's parents who live just across the street from 
their own home in Montreat.

over here. 

“Billy and I haven't made any plans for our chil- 
dren's future,” Ruth says. “We're not going to tell 
little Franklin that he ought to be a preacher. 

“Both of us want to bring up the children to love 
the Lord and live for Him. If they do that, they can 
follow whatever business they choose.” 

What kind of father is the hard-working preacher? 

“He's a wonderful daddy,” Ruth says. “In fact, an 
exceptional daddy. I think businessmen ought to take 
a tip from Billy when it comes to that. 

“You know how they're all the time moaning that 
they have no time for the children, they're so very 
tired when they come home and have important things 
on their mind? 

“Well, Billy is also very tired at the end of the day, 
what with his studying and reading, but he always sets 
aside 15 minutes for the children. And it’s their 15 
minutes, you understand, when they get his complete, 
undivided attention. 

“He gets down on the floor with them, and they pile 
all over him. When he isn’t roughhousing, Billy tells 
them marvelous stories about lions and tigers which 
he makes up as he goes along. 

“I have quite a job to quiet them down again before 
they go to sleep. 

“My goodness, though, the children do look for- 
ward to that quarter hour every day. They think the 
sun rises and sets on their daddy and they’re mighty 
proud of him.” : 

Still, there are months at a time when Billy is away 
from his home and family — visiting communities all 
over the United States.

“I made all the lamps in our house myself.” she 
says proudly. “And sure as anything, one after the 
other they've gone bang!”

HEY HAVE a television set which the children arg 
allowed to look at for about an hour a day and 
which Billy enjoys occasionally, too. But the re- 
ception is bad and Ruth thinks most of the programs 
are a waste of time. | 
Ruth’s job—running a household with four children 
who demand attention most of the time and a world- 
famous husband who counts on sympathetic under- 
standing and companionship the rest of the time — 
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leaves few moments for outside work. 

“Being a mother and a wife is a full-time job.” she 
says, “I consider myself a career woman in that 
respect.” 

In order to allow herself more time with her hus- 
band, Ruth has help. 

There ts a registered nurse, with whom she grew up 
in China, living in. She looks after the children when 
Ruth joins her husband occasionally on some of his 
tours. 

“And there's our Negro help, Beatrice Long. who 
is just a jewel. She's scared to leave us, Beatrice is. 
She knows if she moves to another town, the whole 
Graham family will pack up and move right after 
her,” Ruth says. 

“Beatrice does a good deal of the cooking especially 
when company comes, so we're sure of having perfect 
southern-fried chicken and biscuits that melt in your 
mouth. 

“I need to learn a good deal about cooking, but 
thank goodness Billy isn’t fussy about his food. He's 
pretty much like most American men, a steak and 
potatoes man.” 

Even though the Graham home sounds like a 
smooth running operation, Ruth emphatically denies 
this. “It's a higgledy-piggledy household. I'm a dis- 
organized housewife,” she says. 

Homework is still busy and hectic and Ruth says 
she can't spare the time to go around the golf course 
with her husband. 


She sews many of her own clothes and those of the 


children. In London she has been shopping for fabric 
to take home and make up. 

One of her favorite suits here,“because it looks so 
English.” is one she made five years ago of a rough, 
dark brown North Carolina homespun. She wears it 
with a small Peter Pan fur collar and looks like she 
has just stepped out of the pages of a fashion magazine. 

“Billy always lets me know what he thinks about 
my clothes,” she says. “And if he doesn’t like some- 
thing 'm wearing, | just don't take any pleasure in 
wearing tt again. 


“We both like reasonably conservative clothes. 
Billy’s taste has changed some in the past few years. 
He used to like his ties bright but he likes quieter 
ones now. 

“One newspaper report mentioned that he went out 
and bought himself a special grey tie to wear for the 
meetings in London. He bought a conservative tie 
just because that’s his taste now. 

“He usually buys his clothes himself but sometimes 
if | choose something for him, I know it will be all 
right because we like the same things. 

“Billy’s not overly clothes-conscious but he has a 
horror of slovenliness. He likes people to look neat 
no matter how shabby their clothing may be. It doesn’t 
cost anything to brush your hair or clean your nails 
or shine your shoes, does it? 

“I'm afraid we Christians have let the Lord down in 
that respect.” 

In ways other than dress, Ruth is not the typical 
preacher's wife. She doesn’t have neighbors and mem- 
bers of the parish secking her advice on everything 
from how best to put up tomatoes to what to do with 
a ne er-do-well son. 

The reason is that she lives.in a community of re- 
tired missionaries—“some of the best people in the 
world.” 

“When they are concerned I feel I have to reach 
up to touch bottom,” she says. 

She doesn't accept invitations to speak, keeps in 
the background as much as possible. But if people 
want to talk with her after the evangelistic meetings, 
she willingly listens to them and consoles them. 

She also helps her husband with some of his cor- 
respondence, when it becomes overwhelming, and she 
contributes to the newspaper the Billy Graham group 
publishes. 

“People ask me after the meetings how I feel about 
Billy's success and great popularity. It's awfully hard 
to answer a question like that. 

“To me it isn't a question of his personal success. 
The whole team is trying to present Christ to the 
people as a living person. The thousands and thou- 
sands of letters we get from all parts of the world tell 
us that we are helping to do this.

‘Get that crocodile 


Fred Birkner rounds up those odd animals 


NEW YORK. 

NE DAY RECENTLY a Manhattan 
housewife came home to her 
apartment from a shopping 

trip and went into the bath- 

room to run water for her son’s bath. 

In a moment, she came flying out. 

“I don’t mind your keeping a baby 
crocodile,” she told her husband, “but 
I think hé ought to be out of the tub 
when I want to bathe Larry.” 

That was one of the few times Mrs. 
Eva Birkner has rebelled against her 
husband’s occupation. Usually, she 
takes crocodiles in the bathtub or 
skunks in the kitchen right in stride. 

Fred Birkner locates and rents ani- 
mals and insects to television programs. 
What’s more, he grosses $30,000 a year 
doing it. 

It started when Birkner ran a riding 
stable, and television producers rented 
horses from him. Then they began ask- 
ing for goats, tigers and finally insects. 

Birkner keeps a catalogue of avail- 
able animals, so that he can produce a 
rare beast at a moment's notice. 

The producer of a Joe E. Brown 
show called him at 7 p.m. one night and 
asked for a lion by 10 a.m. the next 
day. Birkner had one crated and 
shipped in from a Minneapolis circus. 


“The idea,” says Birkner, “was for 
Brown to have a heart-to-heart talk 
with a man in a lion suit. Then there'd 
be close-ups of the real lion. 

“I left the room a minute and came 
back to find a lion pushing out of his 
cage—and almost had heart failure. But 
it was the phony lion.” 

Sometimes, producers just phone 
Birkner, state their problem, and let 
him figure out how to solve it. One 
producer, for instance, wanted a dog 
to scratch himself on cue. 

Birkner decided the solution was 
fleas. So he went to a district where 
stray dogs are plentiful, .carefully 
parted their hair and picked out fleas. 
He put a flea on the dog during the 
show, and the dog scratched himself 
as planned.

N. Y. And when a college alumni group 
wanted a horse to march in the grand 
ballroom of the Waldorf-Astoria, which 
horse do you think Birkner picked? 

You're right. It was the slaughter- 
house fugitive who pranced proudly at 
the head of the grand march. 

For a house pet, Birkner prefers a 
skunk. “Just get rid of the glands and 
they’re wonderful,” he says. 

Daily TV productions of “The Egg 
and I” kept Birkner stepping. He had to 
provide 20 well-behaved chickens each 
morning. He furnished a cow, then a 
pregnant cow when the script demanded 
it, and finally a calf.

HORTLY BEFORE // p.m. the traffic 

light on Melrose Avenue changed 

from red to green and an elderly 
woman started to cross. 

A cut-down hot rod coupe roared 
from the night, caught her terror-strick- 
en face in the glare of its headlights. 
There was the sickening thud of flesh 
on metal. 

There was no time for a scream. The 
body shot 60 feet through the air and 
lay still as the coupe whined on into 
the night. A witness couldn't get the li- 
cense number. A killer was escaping. 

Off duty at home, Police Sergeant 
Courtney McClendon, 42, head of the 
Hit and Run Felony Detail wearily 
answered the phone. 

“Mac,” said the voice of the dispatch- 
er at headquarters, “there's been a bad 
480 at Melrose and Van Ness. No 
debris. No physical evidence at the 
scene. No identification. See you.” 

McClendon grabbed for his shoes. 
Code number 480 meant a hit-and-run 
injury or death. He and the other six 
members of the Detail would have to 
find the killer. 

The Detail, which took over the job 
from Homicide about 15 years ago, is 
Los Angeles’ answer to hit-kill-and-run 
drivers. It's made up of carefully 
trained men in the Accident Investiga- 
tion Division who have excelled at solv- 
ing 481's (State Vehicular Code num- 
ber for hit-and-run cases that do not 
involve personal injury or death). 


AT TRAFFIC Bureau Headquarters, 
Sgt. McClendon (right) checks accident 
data with Lieut. Chester E. Wolfrum, 
of Follow-up Investigation Department. 
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Wearing plain clothes and traveling 
in unmarked cars, they get on the trail 
almost as soon as an accident occurs. 

Then, working as scientifically as the 
F.B.1. or Scotland Yard, they collect 
bits of shattered headlights, scrapings 
of paint or broken car parts from the 
scene of the accident. Checking their 
findings with the police Crime Labora- 
tory they go after the killer car. The 
guilty, when found, usually confess. 

Their score, according to Capt. 
Maurice E. Calfee, Commander of the 
Accident Investigation Division: 80% 
of about 70 hit-and-run felonies per 
month solved. Average time: two days. 

The case of the killing at Melrose 
and Van Ness took a little longer. 

With no license number (which 
could have been easily traced through 
the various state motor vehicle depart- 
ments) and no description of the driver, 
McClendon had to go on pure hunch. 


The Hunch Was Right 


66 E FIGURED since it was a hot 
rod,” he says, “the driver was 
probably a young man. Since 

he was heading west at [1 p.m., we fig- 

ured he probably lived out there.” A 

radio alarm was broadcast to all squad 

cars to look for a driver between 18 

and 25. The men of the Detail started 

hunting for hot rods with dented front 
ends. Working westward, McClendon's 
men searched every alley and backyard. 

A phone call from the Santa Monica 
police saved them a Jot of work. A 
young man had been found feverishly 
stripping down a hot rod. Two Detail 
cops raced over to take a look. 

“It looked suspicious all right,” says 
one of them. “The hood and fenders and 
radiator were strewn around the yard. 
Nobody was in the house so we studied 
the car parts. The hood had been 
banged in by something soft, and the 
radiator had an indentation about six 
inches across. We sent them to the 
Crime Lab. The soft metal of the radi- 
ator had a perfect weave mark from a 
cloth imprint. It matched the weave of 
the black coat the victim had worn.” 

A watch was put on the house, and 
the driver was picked up when he tried 
to sneak home at dawn. He had been 
hiding out at the home of friends. He 
confessed, then denied his guilt in court. 
But the radiator marks put him in jail. 

Most hit-and-run crimes, says Mc- 
Clendon, take place in wet weather— 
partly because driving is more difficult

are Los Angeles’ answer to a national menace 


and partly because there are fewer wit- 
nesses in the rain. 

The peak hours are from 10 p.m. to 
3 a.m. on weekends. “There's a definite 
upswing after 2 a.m.,” McClendon 
points out, “because that’s when the 
bars close here. A driver, almost always 
a man, takes one drink too many, hits 
somebody and is afraid of getting ar- 
rested on a 502 (Code number for 
drunken driving). Or he’s out with 
somebody not his wife-” 

Other common offenders: 


@ Drivers with no licenses, drivers of 

stolen cars, drivers transporting “wet- 

backs” (Mexican laborers illegally in 

the U.S.). 

e Drivers who have no insurance. 

@ Parolees or kids on probation. 

e Ordinary citizens seized by panic. 
“Many people tell us later that they 

just couldn’t think,” says McClendon. 

“It’s just pure, unreasoning animal fear. 

In the majority of cases they'd be exon- 

erated of any wrong doing. But once 

they run, they’re in trouble!”

Paint, broken glass—even a person’s lip print 


OS ANGLES’ Hit-and-Run Felony Detail 
and the Police Department Crime 
Laboratory are amazingly skilled in 

putting together clues gathered from bits 
of headlight glass, paint specks and other 
tell-tale results of an accident. 

Sgt. McClendon recalls one case a few 
years ago. A young woman was hit by a 
Dodge coupe and seriously injured. She 
was thrown over the car—literally bounced 
off the right front fender. 


McClendon, working from a few digits : 


of the license number remembered by a 
witness, finally located the car. A perfect 
lip print was found on the fender. 

The print was “lifted” by cellophane 
tape and sent to the Crime Lab, headed 
by Lieut. Leland V. Jones. He compared 
it to prints taken directly from the victim's 
lips. There were 17 points of identification 
—enough to accuse the driver. 

In another case, a man was hit, tossed 
up in the air, completed a somersault and 
landed feet first on the car hood, leaving 
his heel marks on the paint. 

The Crime Lab has traced cars through 
hunks and fragments of groceries carried 
by victims that lodged in the radiator grille 
of a car. Another hit-and-run driver was 
caught because the victim had been eating 
a pork sandwich when struck. Bits of pork 
were found on the windshield. 

Even a partial license number helps. 
California has license numbers running 
as high as six digits plus a letter. “In cer- 
tain cases,” says McClendon, “we've run 
through as many as 100,000 licenses. 

“Usually, because we know the make 
of car, we can narrow it down to 10,000 
numbers or less. Often the Detail knows 
what kind of a car to look for, but doesn’t 
know the license. In one case, the Detail 
had to check 1,500 Pontiacs.” 


Two women pedestrians had been killed 
on Figuero Street. A witness said he was 
sure the car was a Pontiac. Two Detail 
men interviewed the coroner. He said a 
part of a grease fitting had been found. It 
might be from a Pontiac. 

They went to an advertising agency that 


lists car owners, with the make and model | 


number of each car. There were 1,500 
possibilities. It took them three months to 
find one with a broken grease fitting that 
matched the fragment they had. 

Even repainting and hammering out 
dents is no imsurance against getting 
caught. Garages, spray companies and 
fender repair shops that want to stay out 
of trouble cooperate with the police. 

_ Two youths, who hit and killed two 
pedestrians with a 1934 Ford sedan going 
70 miles an hour,were repainting the car 
when it was found. McClendon’s men had 
picked up a headlight rim and a few flecks 
ot green paint at the accident. They 
checked all green ‘34 Fords but were 
stymied until they started looking for new 
headlight rims. They found the car, still 
wet with new paini over the old green. 

So far, the Detail has never gone in 
with guns blazing, as in movies, to cap- 
ture a suspect. If they can identify the 
driver, they see if he has a criminal record. 
If he does they send out an alarm to have 
him picked up. 


They Try to Run

Once in a while, a phony hit-and-run 
is uncovered. Not long ago, McClendon 
studied a report of a man allegedly killed 
by acar. The coroner reported that the vic- 
tim had a black eye, minor bruises and a 
fractured skull. But very little blood was 
found and traffic police reported only skid 
marks on the street. 

“You get to almost smell something 
wrong, says McClendon. It was discov- 
ered that the “victim” had been in a beer 
joint’fight with another man over @ girl. 
He had been hit on the head with a bottle 
and killed. To cover the crime, the killer 
ran over him with his car. 

Not long ago, a woman driver swerved 
into a truck at an intersection. She apolo- 
gized to the truck driver and drove off. 
But later, she called the police and re- 
ported a hit-and-run. She had decided

her car. Luckily, the truck driver had re- 
ported the accident, and an automatic 
recorder on the truck showed he had 
stopped for 15 minutes at the time he 
claimed. 

Another woman showed up at head- 
quarters with her-neck in a cast and 
claimed that a garbage truck had hit her 
car. But her car showed only a small dent. 
Investigation showed that she had been 
involved in a similar claim before. She was 
lying. It was a racket. 


The Victim Wasn’t Human 


HE DETAIL’sS favorite story is about 
f garage mechanic who called to 

report he had worked on a blood- 
stained car. McClendon went hot-footing 
over. Sure enough, the car did have blood 
on it. “I hit a cow,” explained the owner. 
McClendon frowned and sent the car to 
the Crime Lab. The report said: “Cow 
blood.” The driver was telling the truth. 

One of the most amazing pieces of 
patient, relentless sleuthing involved a man 
who killed a pedestrian early in 1946. 
The Detail had only two things to go on: 
broken glass and a headlight rim. 

The killer fled, but the next day his 
wife—ignorant of what had happened— 
reported him missing. The last she had 
seen of him, he was wiping blood from 
his car. 

A warrant was broadcast nation-wide. 
Twice he was arrested and escaped. The 
trail led from Utah to North Carolina and 
back west to Nebraska. He was finally 
nabbed—three years later. 

“Maybe we're not like the Northwest 
Mounties,” smiles McClendon. “We don’t 
always get our man—but we sure try!”

@ A French scientist works on a ‘flying 


MARSEILLES, France. 


IGH IN THE sky above Istres 
air base near here, a weird 
pipe-shaped plane with 


needle-nose and chopped off 
tail swoops and zooms. 

It clips along at more than 500 miles 
an hour—at half power. The tail glows 
a fiery orange. 

This is the “flying stovepipe”—an 
experimental forerunner of a plane 
which may, in 20 years, whoosh from 
New York to Paris in three hours! 

Airmen call it a ramjet. It’s the brain 
child of a 55-year-old Frenchman 
named René Leduc. | 

Monsieur Leduc, a pioneer in avia- 
tion, has a patient way of talking, de- 
veloped over years of explaining his 
ideas to people who weren't listening. 

But if you listen closely to him now 
(and French Air Force experts are),

you're apt to come away wondering: 

“Why couldn't I have thought of that 
myself?” 

The ramjet seems simple. A stove- 
pipe-like engine is hauled through the 
air at high speed. The pipe is so de- 
signed that the air rushing in the front 
is slowed down until it comes almost to 
a standstill at a grid device called a 
flame holder. Here, fuel is injected and 
burned, causing flame and gas to rush 
out the back of the tube and shove the 
plane forward. 


‘Thermal Barrier’ 


HE RAMJET is limited only by the 
"WD thermal barrier.” This is simply 

the speed where heat generated by 
air friction is so great that the plane, 
or its pilot, literally burns out. 

It is possible, Leduc says, to develop 
a pilotless ramjet plane that could fly 
at four times the speed of sound (the 
speed of sound is 760 mph). 

But transatlantic ramjet passenger 
liners wouldn't go that fast. They would 
cruise along at 1,200 miles per hour, 
bringing Europe within easy three-hour 
flying time of the U.S. 

M. Leduc is convinced that the ram- 
jet is the free world’s best insurance 
policy against surprise air attacks. 
Push-button defense with guided mis- 
siles always involves the risk that an 
enemy will find a method of guiding 
your missile the wrong way. 

And present-day jet fighters have vir- 
tually no edge over jet-powered 
bombers, he pointed out. They're even 
at a disadvantage. Over the speed of 
sound, a plane needs twice as much 
power to maneuver as it does to fly in 
a straight line, and the ordinary jet en- 
gine just doesn’t have this reserve. 

The answer, says Leduc, is a ram-

stovepipe’ that may be the forerunner of 1,200 mph passenger flight 


jet fighter designed to operate only at 
supersonic speeds. Bombers at present 
must be designed to fly at less than 
the speed of sound during their ap- 
proach flights to conserve fuel. 

Since the ramjet, like an ordinary 
gasoline engine, needs air to operate, 
its use will always be restricted to 
“local” earthbound trips. Rocket- 
powered craft do not require air, so 
they can be used in outer space. 

But compared to ordinary jet en- 
gines, the ramjet is probably more eco- 
nomical at supersonic speeds. Since it 
needs no huge turbine, it should be 
cheaper to build and to maintain. 


independent inventor 


HE FATHER of the ramjet is in the 

best traditions of the vanishing 

race of independent inventors. The 
son of a poor family, M. Leduc went 
to work for Louis Breguet, a French 
aircraft builder. 

He was never able to take his mind 
very far from the problem of propel- 
lors. By 1930, he had calculated that 
no plane would exceed 500 mph with 
a propeller and a piston engine. 

In February that year, he took out 
a patent on a new engine, a “pulse jet.” 
It worked simply by exploding a mix- 
ture of air and fuel in a closed cham- 
ber, then expelling explosion gases be- 
hind it when the chamber opened. 

In April, Paul Schmidt, a German 
working independently, patented the 
same principle. M. Leduc could find 
no one interested in his engine, but 
Schmidt had better luck. Eventually, 
it drove the V-1 flying bombs. 

The put-putting pulse jet still wasn't 
the answer to supersonic flying. Three 
years later, M. Leduc took out a patent 
on his ramjet engine—and learned that 


the idea was almost as old as aviation. 

In 1907, Lorin, another Frenchman, 
had worked out the ramjet principle on 
paper. Since his figures showed that it 
could not operate at speeds lower than 
350 mph, he put it aside. 

Christopher Lake, an American, had 
a similar idea in 1909. He wanted to 
build a hollow dirigible with a burner 
in its middle to heat up air passing 
through the tube in his gas-bag. 

(Curtiss-Wright Corp. and Mar- 
quardt Aircraft Co. are working on 
ramyjets in the U.S. So far the work has 
been mostly for pilotless aircraft and 
missiles. 

But the U.S. Air Force began test- 
ing small ramjet engines on the wing 
tips of a Lockheed F-80 Shooting Star 
in 1947. The F-80 was the first man- 
carrying aircraft to fly by ramjet.) 

Not until 1937 did the ramjet come 
out of the paper stage. Still working for 
Breguet, M. Leduc began to build a 
plane, the Leduc 0-10, but the war put 
an end to his plans.

The 0-10 finally took the air in 
1947, when it was launched in a glide 
test from the back of a four-engined 
French Languedoc transport. M. Leduc 
cautiously waited two more years, 
though, before ordering his test pilot 
to turn on the burners. 

With a few revisions—notably an un- 
dercarriage and an ejectable cabin 
perched at the end of its nose—the 0-10 
became the Leduc 0-21, the plane now 
being tested at Istres. 

Though not designed to exceed the 
speed of sound, it has reached 560 mph 
at an altitude of 30,000 feet with its 
burners only half open. In flight, the 
0-21 roosts on its mother plane until 
a speed of 225 mph is reached. When 


it is released, the pilot dives to pick up 


speed and switches on his burners. 
Ramjet airliners will probably bear 


. little resemblance to this ancestor. In- 


stead of taking off piggyback, they 
probably will be launched by catapults 
and they will be equipped with jet 
engines to enable them to maneuver. 
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launched. The nose pulls back into the
